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Wash  Etching  on  Line  Engraved

Practically  all  of  the  United  States  stamps  from  1847  to  1898,  and  most  of  those  since, 
were  first  line  engraved  and  then  acid  wash  etched  on  the  backgrounds  and  shadows.  Most 
of  our  foremost  philatelic  students  have  confined  their  studies,  remarks  and  illustrations 
entirely  to  the  line  engraving  and  they  have  ignored  the  wash  etching  which  also  has  im- 
portance, These  etched  washes  may  be  clearly  seen  on  the  proofs  or  stamps  by  looking 
through  one’s  eyelashes,  as  an  artist  does  to  evaluate  tones,  and  are  quite  apparent  on 
enlarged  photographs,  I have  called  attention  to  this  wash  etching,  as  distinguished  from 
line  etching,  several  times  when  exhibiting  at  the  Collectors  Club  in  the  past  ten  years,  and 
published  “Etching  Shadows  on  Line  Engravings’’  in  the  American  Philatelist,  November, 
1941,  but  so  far  have  seen  no  published  evidence  of  studies  of  such  etching. 

If  wash  etching  was  not  applied  over  the  background  of  line  engraved  vignettes,  shad- 
ows under  the  chin,  eyes,  ears,  etc,  and  dark  clothing,  the  unengraved  spaces  between  the 
engraved  lines  would  show  clear  sparkling  paper  on  the  print,  and  be  as  clear  as  the  high 
lights  on  the  portrait.  Hence  wash  etching  is  necessary  to  enhance  the  contrast  and  enrich 
the  engraving.  This  wash  etching  also  greatly  adds  to  the  beauty  of  our  stamps, 

Tlie  Etcliiiig  Process 

The  etching  process  consists  of  coating  the  surface  of  the  line  engraved  steel  die, 
which  may  be  either  soft  or  hard  steel,  with  hot  liquid  wax  which,  when  smooth  and  cold, 
may  be  scraped  from  the  area  of  the  surface  where  the  design  is  to  be  darkened.  Then 
etching  acid  is  applied  to  eat  the  surface  of  the  uncovered  metal  by  immersion,  or  with  a 
brush.  This  wash  etching  produces  a shade  of  color  on  the  print.  The  length  of  time 
allowed  for  this  acid  to  etch  the  metal  varies  from  a few  seconds  to  over  a minute,  depend- 
ing on  the  depth  of  darkening  desired,  and  is  the  work  of  an  expert.  Portions  of  this 
etched  area  may  be  further  covered  with  wax  and  the  smaller  area  again  etched  to  produce 
a darker  tone.  Lines  or  dots  only  may  be  scratched  in  the  wax  covering  with  an  etching 
needle  and  etched  in  the  same  manner.  The  etched  line  has  a rough  edge,  whereas  the 
tool  line  engraved  in  soft  steel  has  a sharp  edge.  It  is  usual  for  engravers  to  etch  the  lines 
of  foliage  and  furs,  on  soft  steel,  rather  than  line  engrave  them,  because  the  etched  lines 
are  fuzzier  and  softer  than  an  engraved  line. 

In  landscapes  the  foreground  may  be  darkened  and  separated  from  distant  planes  in 
the  picture  by  wash  or  immersed  etching,  and  some  landscapes  with  great  distances  may 
have  up  to  six  different  planes  etched  so  as  to  produce  a gradation  from  a dark  foreground 
to  a distant  hill.  It  takes  an  experienced  eye  to  detect  these  different  washes  that  pro- 
duce depth  to  the  landscape,  or  to  panels  or  other  darkened  areas  of  a stamp  frame. 

Examples  of  Wash  Etchiiig 

On  the  U,  S,  1847  5 cents  and  10  cents  die  proofs  illustrated  in  Essay  Proof  Journal 
No,  14,  pages  128  and  129,  notice  the  wash  etching  on  the  frame  backgrounds  of  u and  s 
at  top,  and  5 and  x at  bottom,  also  background  of  trifoliates  at  right  and  left  centers  of 
the  colorless  oval  about  the  vignette,  also  behind  post  office,  especially  on  the  5 cents. 
The  oval  backgrounds  of  both  vignettes  are  shaded  wash  etching  and  the  coat  collars  are 
wash  etched,  as  is  Franklin’s  hair  on  his  right  side  and  about  his  left  ear,  and  the  shadow 
under  his  chin  and  at  right  side  of  his  face,  and  under  his  eyebrows,  and  in  the  eye 
pupils,  Washington’s  head  is  similarly  wash  etched  on  the  10  cents  stamp. 
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1856  Five  Cents  Die  Proof 

Wash  etching  of  the  background  of  the  vignette  shows  the  difference  where  wash  etch- 
ing was  not  applied  to  the  four  line  engraved  lunettes  between  the  oval  and  the  geometric 
lathe  form.  Notice  the  light  wash  etching  over  the  outer,  central  and  inner  bands  of  the 
lathe  engraved  frame  and  outer  white  line  of  the  frame,  also  shadow  on  the  face  and  under 
the  eyebrows,  while  the  coat  collar  and  hair  under  Jefferson’s  right  ear  is  darker  wash 
etching.  T he  background  of  U.  S.  postage  and  five  cents  is  solid  unengraved  lathe  work. 
The  colorless  lines  of  the  lathe  work  were  originally  engraved  as  color  hut  reverseil  by 
transferring.  (' ) I'he  oval  vignette  of  this  design  was  not  accurately  transferreil  into  the 
lathe  engraved  frame,  being  tippeil  to  the  left  at  the  top  and  to  the  right  at  the  bottom.

Notice  wash  etching  of  hackgrouncl  of  vignette,  upper  corner  backgrounds  of  x,  back- 
ground of  band  of  stars,  ten  cents,  panels  between  scrolls  and  oval,  Washington’s  coat 
collar  and  shado^^•s  of  chin,  upper  lip,  eyebrows,  eye  pupils,  and  hair  under  both  ears, 
shading  on  the  foliated  scrolls,  etc. 

Notice  also  the  wash  etching  on  the  1866  15  cents  die  proofs  illustrated  in  Essay 
Proof  Journal  No.  i,  page  4.  I'he  wash  etching  of  the  background  of  the  vignette  is 
shaded  from  dark  at  the  top  to  lighter  at  the  bottom.  The  panel  backgrounds  about  the 
upper  corner  1 5’s,  the  side  shadows  of  the  fasces,  or  bundle  of  reeds,  at  the  sides  and  the 
backgrounds  of  U and  s in  the  lower  corners,  etc.  are  wash  etched.  Also  are  Lincoln’s  coat 
collar,  neck  tie,  heard  and  hair,  shadows  under  his  eyebrou  s,  nose,  etc.  Similar  wash  etch- 
ing is  apparent  on  the  1903  2 cents  shield  illustrated  in  Journal  No.  i,  on  pages  14  and 
15.  ^ otice  th.e  \\'ash  etching  on  the  upper  portion  of  the  shield  and  shaded  background  of 

the  vignette,  as  well  as  on  Washington’s  coat  and  face. 
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1873  State  of  the  One  Cent  Die  Proof 

This  is  the  same  as  the  1870  die  proof  enp;raved  by  Joseph  Ives  Pease,  except  that  the 
National  Bank  Note  Co.  “die  cancellation  marks”  are  added.  There  is  wash  etching  of 
the  background  of  the  vignette  and  of  the  oval  shadow,  all  scroll  shadows  and  bottom  label 
shadow,  also  about  Franklin’s  eye,  ear  and  hair,  especially  at  the  back. 

This  1882  I cent  “re-engraved”  was  wash  etched  on  the  original  1870  die.  I'lie  1870, 
1873  and  1882  large  die  proofs  all  have  the  imprint  of  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.  and 
have  the  same  size  die  sinkage,  thus  indicating  there  was  only  one  die  used  for  making  all 
these  stamp  plates.  When  an  1870  die  proof  was  desired  for  the  1903  printing  albums, 
a new  die  was  laid  down  because  the  original  die  had  been  retouched.  The  1882  i cent 
stamp  was  not  actually  line  re-engraved  with  a burin,  which  could  not  scratch  hardened 
steel,  hut  the  1873  state  of  the  die  with  cancellation  mark  was  retouched  with  acid  etching 
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1883  (or  18845)  State  of  the  One  Cent  Largfe  Die  Proof 


that  deepened  and  roughened  the  line  engraving,  and  some  dots  were  added  on  the  top 
scrolls.  The  shadows  were  also  wash  etched  to  darken  them,  and  a new  wash  shadow 
added  under  the  bust  and  behind  the  head  of  Franklin.  A study  of  the  India  paper  plate 
proofs,  and  of  these  stamps,  indicates  that  probably  this  die  was  further  wash  etched  at  a 
later  date,  as  this  new  shadow  under  the  bust  is  much  darker  as  shown  on  this  large  die 
proof  and  on  later  prints  from  Plate  No.  423.  Proofs  from  earlier  plates  do  not  have 
such  a strong  shadow  under  the  bust.  In  the  work  diary  of  (j.  F.  C.  Smillie  published  in 
Essay  Proof  Journal  No.  21,  page  6,  he  on  October  24  to  27,  1883,  “Patched  6 old 
U.  S.  Postage  Stamp  Ii)ies.”  Probably  this  additional  etching  may  have  been  done  at  that 
time.  I'he  1882  3c  stamp  die  was  also  wash  etched  and  not  actually  re-engraved.  \\  ith  a 
narrower  shadow  under  the  oval  surrounding  the  vignette.

A Bibliography

So  far  as  I am  aware,  references  in  the  American  philatelic  press  to  the  essays  and 
proofs  of  Denmark  have  been  few  and  far  between,  and  by  no  means  exhaustive  or  even 
very  accurate.  This  is  perhaps  not  surprising,  for  two  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  the 
American  Essay  Proof  enthusiast  has  such  a varied  and  rich  field  to  work  on  in  the 
material  of  his  own  country  that  there  can  be  no  very  real  urge  for  him  to  turn  his 
attention  overseas.  In  the  second,  the  data  published  concerning  Danish  essays  and 
proofs,  even  in  Denmark,  have  been  remarkably  small  and  inconclusive,  making  the  task 
of  the  student  at  a distance  a severe  one  indeed. 

Yet  the  essays  and  proofs  of  Denmark  are  by  no  means  to  be  despised,  and  the  very 
fact  of  their  being,  as  it  were,  almost  virgin  territory  makes  them  all  the  more  attractive 
to  the  research  student  looking  for  new  fields  to  conquer.  However,  a preparatory  step 
to  investigation  work  is,  or  at  any  rate  should  be,  a full  enquiry  into  what  has  already 
been  done  and  into  what  is  already  known  and  published.  It  therefore  occurred  to  me 
that  it  might  perhaps  interest  readers  of  the  essay  proof  journal  to  have  a fairly  com- 
plete bibliography  of  the  more  important  accounts  of  Danish  essays  and  proofs  that  have 
already  appeared  in  handbooks  and  periodicals,  wherever  published.  The  subjoined  list- 
ing is  by  no  means  a complete  one,  but  I do  not  think  that  anything  of  material  importance 
has  been  omitted. 

The  majority  of  the  accounts  mentioned  below  are,  of  course,  in  Danish,  but  most  of 
them  can  be  of  real  service  even  to  non-linguists,  for  so  many  philatelic  terms  are  more 
or  less  standard  and  international,  while  Danish  itself  is  a comparatively  easy  language 
to  read  if  one  has  the  help  of  a really  good  dictionary. 

In  the  case  of  separate  publications,  books  and  monograms,  the  place  and  date  of 
publication  are  given,  while  for  articles  in  periodicals  the  name  of  the  journal  is  shown, 
together  with  the  number  (in  Roman  figures)  and  year  of  the  relative  volume,  and  the 
page  or  pages.  Names  of  periodicals  are  given  in  full  except  in  the  case  of  the  frequently- 
recurring  N.  F.  T.,  which  stands  for  “Nordisk  Filatelistisk  Tidesskrift,”  now  published 
from  Kristianiagade  12,  Copenhagen,  Denmark. 

I have  chosen  to  offer  to  readers  of  the  Essay  Proof  Journal  a bibliography  rather 
than  a detailed  account  of  Danish  Essays  and  Proofs,  so  far  as  the  facts  concerning  them 
are  known  today,  because  I felt  that  such  an  account  would  take  up  more  space  than 
was  justifiable.  I should,  however,  be  very  glad  to  hear  direct  from  any  reader  who  has 
any  information  to  give,  or  views  to  offer  or  questions  to  ask  concerning  these  items.

A Review 

Scott’s  1950  Stamp  Catalog  Vol.  I for  The  Americas  and  British  Commonwealth  of 
Nations,  edited  by  Gordon  R.  Harmer,  was  received  September  22,  1949.  It  is  beautifully 
bound  in  light  orange-red  boards  and  contains  878  pages  and  Index.  Price  $3.50  from  your 
dealer. 

One  of  Scott’s  definitions  should  be  interesting  to  our  readers: — Reprints.  “They  are 
mostly  the  product  of  private  persons  who  obtained  the  plates  from  the  issuing  govern- 
ments and  printed  further  supplies  for  sale  to  collectors.”  While  this  is  no  doubt  correct 
for  foreign  governments  and  U.  S.  Postmaster’s  stamps  prior  to  1847,  it  does  not  entirely 
apply  to  United  States  stamps  of  designs  issued  from  1841  to  August  15,  1861,  which  were 
printed  from  government  plates  although  they  were  printed  for,  and  sold  to,  collectors  at 
face  value,  but  were  not  good  for  postal  service. 

• As  to  pricing  of  U.  S.  stamps,  we  notice  that  the  1845  New  York  Postmaster’s  5c 
stamp  used  advances  to  52.50,  while  the  1847  5c  used  drops  to  28.50.  The  1851  ic  Type 
Ilia  unused  goes  up  to  77.50  and  Type  IV  used  drops  to  7.50.  The  loc  Type  I used  goes 
up  to  65.00.  There  are  similar  small  price  changes  for  the  1857  issue.  The  1861  “First 
Designs”  (or  Premieres  Gravures)  of  the  ic,  3c,  5c,  I2c,  and  90c  are  continued  to  be 
not  priced  with  the  note  stating — “It  is  believed  that  they  are  essays  and  the  30c  red- 
orange  is  a color  trial.”  This  effectively  and  satisfactorily  settles  that  controversy,  and 
similar  notes  likewise  dispose  of  the  3c  lake  and  3c  scarlet  as  trial  color  proofs;  they 
should  be  listed  on  stamp  paper  in  the  U.  S.  Catalog  Proof  Section,  with  all  the  other 
“not  regularly  issued”  proofs. 

The  1893,  1894,  1895  and  1898  dollar  values  all  are  boosted  in  used  condition,  with 

the  1894  $5  leading,  from  $75  up  to  $90.  The  1901  4c  with  inverted  center,  which  is 

purely  an  essay  never  sold  for  postal  service,  is  still  high  priced  as  a stamp  at  $1000  with- 
out, and  $300  with.  Specimen  overprint  in  the  unused  column,  although  the  former  note 
appears,  “not  regularly  issued.” 

Typographically  there  are  no  changes  in  the  first  19  pages,  but  from  the  1924  issue 

onward  there  is  a shuffling  and  condensing  of  the  United  States  issued  to  gain  room  for 

new  issues.  We  are  pleased  to  find  only  three  number  changes,  543  to  542,  544  to  543 
and  544B  to  544,  in  the  United  States  listings. 


Britislh  and  Latin  America  Sections 

Price  changes  are  unusually  extensive  in  the  Latin  America  countries.  The  Scott  num- 
bers of  466  stamps  have  been  changed.  This  is  more  than  twice  as  many  number  changes 
as  Volume  I has  had  in  recent  years — the  1949  book  had  only  208,  and  the  1948  Volume  I 
had  209.  A full  list  of  the  new  466  number  changes  has  been  printed  in  the  September 
issue  of  Scott's  Monthly  Journal. 

Venezuela  has  been  radically  revised  up  to  the  1904  issue,  with  the  Carupano  and 
Guayana  local  provisionals  being  relegated  to  the  rear  of  the  country  listings,  under  sepa- 
rate subheadings.  The  revision  of  Venezuela’s  19th  century  stamps  clarifies  these  issues  in 
a way  which  is  expected  to  make  this  country  more  attractive  for  collectors. 

Just  as  Scott  Publications  was  on  the  point  of  shipping  the  first  half  of  the  1950  Cata- 
logue to  the  thousands  of  dealers  and  stores  which  retail  it,  the  devaluation  of  the  cur- 
rencies of  many  countries  was  announced.  That  step  automatically  affected  the  prices  of 
all  current  mint  stamps  of  the  British  Empire  and  many  non-sterling  countries.  To  bring 
these  catalog  prices  into  line  with  the  new  $2.80  pound,  the  publishers  are  preparing  price 
changes  which  will  be  printed  in  Scott's  Monthly  Journal,  starting  with  the  October  issue. 
Only  current  stamps  are  involved,  and  the  price  reduction  is  expected  to  be  about  30  per 
cent  for  the  British  Empire,  not  including  Canada. 
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AmateMr  versus  Professional

A mateur{^) — One  who  practises  an  art  or  a sport,  not  professionally,  but  for  the  love 
of  it  (Funk  & Wagnals).  One  who  cultivates  an  art  or  pursues  a study  from  love  or 
attachment,  and  without  reference  to  the  gain  or  emolument  (Webster). 

Professional — Pertaining  to  a special  occupation,  often  for  gain;  one  who  engages  for 
money  to  compete  in  sports;  opposed  to  amateur. 

In  America  most  professional  stamp  dealers  were  amateur  collectors  at  first.  They 
thus  obtained  a knowledge  of  the  stamps  they  collected  and  of  the  stamp  business  from 
experience  in  buying.  Some  dealers  began  by  working  for  other  dealers  to  gain  experience 
in  the  business;  some  broke  up  and  sold  their  collections  as  dealers’  stock  in  trade.  Many 
dealers  also  maintain  and  build  collections  “for  the  love  of  it”  which  are  reference  col- 
lections not  for  sale.  They  thus  are  “collector-dealers,”  with  emphasis  on  either  part  of  this 
compound  word.  A few  collector-students  who  became  dealers  by  selling  duplicates  kept 
their  collections  and  continued  to  accumulate  information.  Some  of  them  have  taken  the 
time  to  publish  their  studies  for  the  advantage  of  all  collectors.  Among  the  latter  , we 
recall  John  N.  Luff  whose  Reference  Collection  provided  much  of  the  information  for  his 
great  book  “The  Postage  Stamps  of  the  United  States,”  J.  Murray  Bartels  who  produced 
the  standard  catalogs  of  U.  S.  Postal  Stationery,  and  Charles  J.  Phillips.  We  should  also 
mention  the  studies  and  writings  of  professionals  Stanley  B.  Ashbrook,  B.  W.  H.  Poole, 
Lester  G.  Brookman,  Fred  Jarrett,  Edwin  Mueller,  Robson  Lowe,  Elliott  Perry,  and 
others.  Many  collectors  have  become  “speculators”  who  buy  philatelic  items  to  sell  at  a 
profit  and  thereby  really  are  part  time  professionals.  Among  these  are  those  who  buy 
quantities  of  the  same  items  for  gain  and  not  as  a part  of  their  collection,  such  as  mint 
sheets,  etc. 

In  America,  at  least,  so  many  are  interested  in  possible  profits  that  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  count  among  the  members  of  national  philatelic  societies  how  many  are  pure  ama- 
teurs free  from  the  taint  of  gain,  and  how  many  are  professionals.  A dealer  continuously 
on  the  hunt  may  have  more  opportunities  to  get  scarce  items,  but  he  has  no  financial  ad- 
vantage over  a collector  in  building  a collection.  Most  dealers  need  to  use  their  funds  in 
business  and  generally  have  no  more  money  to  tie  up  in  a collection  than  a collector  in 
similar  circumstances. 

In  England  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society  claims  to  be  the  only  “purely  amateur”  phila- 
telic society  in  the  world.  But  the  old  aristocracy  is  gradually  yielding  to  democracy 
everywliere.  On  this  side,  dealers,  although  not  often  attending  the  meetings,  are  a 
majority  of  the  Resident  Members  of  the  Collectors  Cluh.  Among  the  lOO  founders  of 
th  is  club  in  1896  were  the  following  professionals:  John  W.  Scott  (Treas.,  President 
1908-9),  R.  R.  Bogert,  A.  Krassa  (Gov.  1910),  J.  C.  Morgenthau  (Gov.  1902),  J.  M. 
Bartels,  A.  W.  Batchelder,  Frank  P.  Brown,  C.  H.  Mekeel,  I.  A.  Mekeel,  C.  F.  Rothfuchs, 
and  A.  E.  Tuttle.  Some  later  dealer  officers  of  the  club  were:  John  A.  Klemann  (Treas. - 
Secy.  1907),  Walter  S.  Scott  (Treas. -Secy.  1910-12),  Percy  G.  Doane  (V.  P.  1910),  Ed- 
ward Stern  (Gov.  1914),  Herman  Toaspern  (Secy.  1917),  Charles  J.  Phillips,  (Gov. 
1924-1940). 

Amateurs  do  not  like  to  be  importuned  by  a dealer.  Hence  it  should  be  an  unwritten 
law  in  all  clubs  that  business  should  not  be  mentioned.  However,  one  may  learn  much 
from  professional  students  who  are  continuously  immersed  in  philatelic  study.  Their 
membership  enriches  a cluh.  Character  is  not  often  changed  hy  the  vocation  that  a person 
pursues.  "I'hus,  character  should  he  the  main  test  for  membership,  and  if  a person’s 
character  is  acceptable  we  believe  he  should  be  eligible  to  any  office  if  lie  is  willing  and 
able  to  do  the  work.  Class  distinction  between  amateur  and  professional  should  have  no 
place  in  American  philately,  but  character  of  the  individual  is  important. 


(t)An  amateur  may  be  an  advanced  philatelist,  so  the  word  should  not  be  confused  with  novice. 
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Until  1935  at  international  exhibitions,  no  class  distinction  was  drawn  between  ama- 
teur collectors  and  professional  dealers  as  to  admission  to  competitive  exhibitions  or  to 
professionals  serving  as  judges.  Many  outstanding  collections  of  professionals  had  received 
high  awards.  Professionals  had  also  often  served  as  members  of  the  jury.  We  understand 
that  in  1948  the  twenty  year  old  “La  Federation  Internationale  de  Philatelie”  adopted  a 
rule  excluding  dealers  from  serving  as  judges  and  from  exhibition  in  competition.  Since 
last  year  it  has  been  the  practice  in  Europe  to  exclude  professionals  from  competition  and 
as  judges.  They  are  not  yet  recorded  as  objecting,  in  those  small  countries  where  con- 
tacts with  customers  are  close.  Fortunately,  the  Association  for  Stamp  Exhibitions,  Inc. 
here  in  America  has  no  such  regulation;  so  that  at  the  1947  Centenary  Exhibition,  com- 
petition (but  not  judging)  was  open  to  all,  as  all  other  national  exhibitions  have  been  here. 
The  American  Philatelic  Society  joined  Le  PTderation  Internationale  de  Philatelie  about 
a year  ago,  but  apparently  the  members  do  not  know  about  the  rule  excluding  dealers,  as 
at  the  recent  1949  Boston  Exhibition  several  dealers  served  as  judges.  The  final  awards 
were  most  satisfactory. 

Mainly  as  a matter  of  business  policy,  most  dealers  do  not  exhibit  in  competition  with 
their  customers.  A dealer  may  be  placed  in  an  embarrassing  position  if  asked  to  judge  his 
customers’  exhibits.  Ethics  should  require  professionals  to  disqualify  themselves  from 
judging  any  class  of  exhibits  including  entries  by  their  customers.  Amateurs  likewise 
should  refuse  to  judge  the  exhibit  of  an  intimate  friend,  and  anyone  should  be  disquali- 
fied from  any  award  that  they  may  have  donated  as  a prize,  or  by  serving  as  a judge  when 
they  exhibit  in  competition.  Of  course  no  amateur  or  professional  exhibit  should  be 
offered  for  sale.  If  they  do  not  so  conform  to  ethical  standards  they  should  be  disbarred 
by  the  management. 

We  believe  the  same  ethics  and  reasons  as  to  jurors  should  apply  to  expert  committees. 
Why  should  a professional’s  opinion  and  time  be  requested,  when  he  is  not  permitted  to 
sit  on  the  Expert  Committee  or  to  sign  his  opinion  for  which  amateurs  take  credit? 

When  judges  serve,  as  at  art  salons,  their  exhibits  should  be  marked  with  a purple 
ribbon  or  other  conspicuous  sign  before  the  judgment,  as  notice  that  they  are  “Not  For 
Competition”  and  the  Jury  should  list  at  the  head  of  its  report  all  exhibits  “Not  for 
Competition.”  Many  times  recently  this  has  been  ignored  by  juries  and  no  notice  given 
to  such  outstanding  exhibits,  thus  discouraging  them  from  future  exhibitions.  Several 
important  collections  that  were  so  treated  are  no  longer  exhibited.  But  when  these  con- 
ditions do  not  exist,  as  is  especially  probable  in  international  exhibitions,  then  expert  pro- 
fessional judges  are  frequently  superior  to  amateurs.  Their  knowledge  is  likely  to  cover 
more  territory,  especially  where  the  judge  has  a reference  collection  and  is  an  expert  in 
that  class.  Large  exhibitions  usually  include  more  classes  than  judges:  often  a collection 
may  be  not  fully  appreciated  by  members  of  the  panel  because  no  judge  has  special 
knowledge  of  that  class.  There  should  be  at  least  one  judge  who  knows  each  classifica- 
tion exhibited. 

Exhibits  of  research  collections,  whether  owned  by  amateur  or  professional,  should 
be  invited  to  exhibitions  as  educational  features  for  all  to  see  and  study.  If  such  pro- 
fessional exhibits  are  excluded  from  awards,  the  incentive  to  spend  time  and  money,  to 
gather,  study,  research  and  write  up  such  collections,  and  to  exhibit  with  all  the  inci- 
dental risks  of  transportation,  may  be  discouraged . and  philatelists  may  be  denied  this 
knowledge.  If  such  exclusion  should  become  general  practice,  there  would  seem  to  be  no 
good  reason  for  a professional  to  tie  up  his  investment  for  the  benefit  of  philately  or  to 
spend  his  time  in  writing,  and  such  collections  would  probably  be  broken  up  and  dis- 
persed without  being  recorded.  Perhaps  the  greatest  loss  of  philatelic  knowledge  to  col- 
lectors of  United  States  stamps  was  the  breaking  up  and  dispersing  by  a professional,  who 
previously  was  a publisher,  of  the  wonderful  essay,  proof  and  stamp  collection  formed 
and  extensively  noted  historically,  with  details  of  manufacture,  etc.,  by  the  Earl  of  Craw- 
ford, without  its  being  written  up  in  published  articles  for  the  benefit  of  philately. 
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If  class  distinction  between  amateurs  and  professionals  should  be  generally  adopted 
by  exclusion  of  professionals  from  competition  with  amateurs  it  might  lead  in  the  future  to 
exclusive  amateur,  and  exclusive  professional,  exhibitions.  The  American  Stamp  Dealers 
Association  recently  announced  such  an  Exhibition.  Philately  is  a semi-scientific  hobby 
and  art,  and  not  a sport  where  amateurs  and  professionals  are  separated.  In  sports  any 
financial  taint  disbars  an  amateur  and  the  best  amateurs  become  professionals.  If  sports 
standards  are  applied  to  philately,  then  as  in  golf,  baseball,  etc.,  we  might  in  the  future 
see  professional  exhibitions  attract  more  viewers  than  amateur  exhibitions.  Any  such 
class  distinction  is  to  be  deplored  as  not  for  the  best  interests  of  philately.  In  our  opinion 
separation  of  amateur  and  professional  philatelists  can  accomplish  no  good  for  the  hobby. 
Let  us  continue  as  formerly  and  judge  a philatelist  by  his  character. 


Edward  Haven  Mason,  1849^1917 

Edward  Haven  Mason  was  born  in  Newton,  Mass.,  June  8,  1849,  and  became  a 
lawyer  with  an  office  in  Boston.  He  died  early  in  March,  1917.  In  1910  he  began  pub- 
lishing in  The  Philatelic  Gazette  a series  of  articles  entitled  “The  Proofs  and  Essays  for 
U.  S.  Envelopes”  which  was  followed  in  1911  by  “The  Proofs  of  U.  S.  Stamps,”  both  of 
which  were  later  published  in  booklets.  He  was  the  author  of  “Essays  for  United  States 
Postage  Stamps”  published  in  1911  by  the  American  Philatelic  Society,  which  was  supple- 
mented by  “More  Essays  for  United  States  Postage  Stamps”  published  in  1912.  Un- 
fortunately, illustrations  were  not  then  legally  permitted.  In  1912  Mason’s  collection  of 
U.  S.  Essays  and  Proofs  was  valued  at  $16,000  and  his  collection  of  U.  S.  Envelopes  at 
$35,000.  These  Catalogs  were  actually  check  lists  of  his  great  collections  which  then  con- 
tained the  largest  number  of  varieties  known,  although  the  Earl  of  Crawford  had  larger 
blocks  and  sheets.  The  books  on  U.  S.  Proofs  are  still  the  only  nearly  complete  reference 
works  now  available  on  their  subjects,  except  Scott’s  U.  S.  Catalogue  of  Adhesive  Stamp 
Proofs.  His  descriptions  of  minor  differences  indicate  deep  study. 

Two  volumes  of  his  manuscripts  with  a third  pocket  book  of  essay  photographs  are 
now  in  my  possession.  These  manuscripts  were  originally  typewritten  single  space  and 
illustrated  with  clippings  from  Paul  Kohl’s  “Propedrucke  Marken  mit  Specimen  sowie 
Essais  der  Vereingten  Staaten  von  Amerika”  published  in  1911,  and  with  photographs.  His 
similar  manuscript  “Notes  Subsequent  to  the  Publication  of  the  Proofs  and  Essays  for  U.  S. 
Envelopes”,  illustrated  with  photographs,  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Marcus  W.  White. 
His  manuscript  on  U.  S.  Adhesive  Proofs  contains  156  pages  8j^  x ii  inches  and  that  on 
U.  S.  Adhesive  Essays  has  132  pages.  These  manuscripts  are  most  extensively  annotated 
with  handwritten  additions,  made  from  information  later  obtained  from  the  Earl  of  Craw- 
ford’s collection  which  was  written  on  the  album  pages  from  information  largely  supplied 
by  Henry  G.  Mandel,  as  well  as  by  researchers  employed  by  the  Earl.  Much  of  this 
information  has  not  yet  been  published.  Mason’s  pocket  hook,  which  I also  now  have, 
contains  photographic  illustrations  of  all  the  U.  S.  Essays  he  described  in  his  hooks  and 
also  of  U.  S.  Revenues,  some  of  which  I have  not  seen. 

Edward  H,  Mason  Elected  to  tlie  A,  P.  S.  Hall  of  Fame 

At  the  recent  1949  American  Philatelic  Society  Convention  held  in  Boston,  the  late 
Edward  H.  Mason  of  Boston  was  elected  to  the  Hall  of  Fame  of  this  Society.  This  is  a 
well  deserved  though  belated  honor  (he  died  thirty  years  ago)  to  a great  collector 
and  cataloguer  of  United  States  Essays  and  Proofs.  He  also  had  a great  collection  of 
U.  S.  stamped  envelopes.  The  late  James  Starr  of  Philadelphia,  who  had  a great  col- 
lection of  the  stamps  of  China,  was  also  elected  to  the  Hall  of  Fame. 
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U.  S.  Paper  Money  at  Last  Illustrated 


A Book  Review

United  States  Paper  Money,  Old  Series,  1861-1923.  Second  edition,  1949.  By  Frank  Alvin  Liinpert, 
U.D.S.  (Retired).  Paper  cover,  illustrated,  104  pages  approximately  x 11  inches.  I’ublished  by  the 

author,  740  Gardenia  Ave.,  Royal  Oak,  Mich.  Price  $7.50. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  books  published  in  our  day.  Our  readers  are  no 
doubt  aware  of  the  strict  laws  of  our  country,  and  the  very  strict  interpretation  thereof, 
forbidding  any  sort  of  reproduction  of  our  paper  money,  and  of  our  revenue  stamps  as 
well,  and  some  may  have  heard  the  story  of  the  small  rug  woven  in  the  rough  similitude  of 
a dollar  bill  which  was  seized  by  the  Secret  Service  and  is  still  probably  in  the  possession 
of  the  Government.  They  will  accordingly  be  inclined,  we  believe,  to  agree  with  the 
above  characterization  when  Dr.  Limpert’s  beautiful  book  is  opened  to  reveal  page  after 
page  of  clear  and  undefaced  half-tones,  two-thirds  actual  size,  on  fine  calendered  paper, 
of  around  lOO  varieties  of  our  old  large  size  notes — some  that  we  may  have  handled  our- 
selves, if  we  are  not  too  young,  but  many  that  we  have  never  even  seen  and  others  we  will 
never  hope  to  see,  they  are  so  rare.  What  a privilege,  therefore,  to  be  able  to  view  these 
excellent  reproductions  and  to  see  for  the  first  time  what  were  their  designs  and  what 
portraits  and  vignettes  appeared  upon  them.  In  explanation  of  this  privilege  there  will  be 
found  on  each  page  of  these  illustrations,  printed  in  italics,  the  following  statement:  “All 
illustratioris  of  United  States  Currency  are  reproduced  by  special  permission  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  and  further  reproduction  m whole  or  in  part 
is  strictly  prohibited.”  In  view  of  the  Government’s  uncompromising  attitude  on  this 
subject,  it  is  to  wonder  how  such  permission  ever  was  obtained. 

The  book  is  a compilation  in  catalog  style  of  nearly  every  variety  of  United  States 
paper  money  prior  to  the  change  over  to  our  present  small  size  notes,  ranging  in  denomi- 
nation from  $i  to  $10,000.  The  notes  are  listed  in  the  order  of  their  issuance  and  each  is 
given  a type  number  for  the  first  issue  of  the  note,  to  which  lower  case  letters  are  added 
to  identify  subsequent  issues  or  variations;  and  in  various  tables  are  given  data  as  to 
dates  of  issue,  types  of  seal,  signature  combinations,  portraits  shown,  etc.  But  no  pricing 
is  attempted.  Absorbed  into  this  part  of  the  work  is  a considerable  part  of  an  earlier 
treatise  on  the  same  subject  by  the  well  known  numismatist,  George  H.  Blake,  entitled 
“United  States  Paper  Money,”  which,  unfortunately,  was  without  the  benefit  of  illustra- 
tions. A photograph  and  a brief  biographical  sketch  of  Mr.  Blake  (now  in  his  92nd  year) 
are  included. 

But  the  book  is  not  all  catalog  by  any  means.  Besides  a miscellany  of  interesting 
facts  about  our  paper  currency  and  its  production  it  includes  an  article  by  Albert  A. 
Grinnell,  one  of  our  foremost  collectors  in  this  field,  entitled  “United  States  Paper  Money 
from  a Collector’s  Viewpoint,”  and  another  by  Paul  E.  Draper,  for  many  years  Vlr. 
Grinnell’s  aide  and  secretary,  on  “United  States  Paper  Currency.”  The  main  body  of  the 
auxiliary  material,  however,  consists  of  a series  of  short  biographies  of  the  various  per- 
sons portrayed  on  the  notes — and  it  will  be  astonishing  to  the  layman  to  learn  how  many 
there  were.  Besides  several  of  the  Presidents  there  will  be  found  such  well  known  char- 
acters as  Chase,  Clay,  Clinton,  Decatur,  P'arragut,  PTanklin,  Fulton,  PPamilton,  Marshall, 
Morse,  Seward,  General  Sheridan,  Stanton,  and  Webster,  and  also  Martha  Washington. 
But  there  are  many  notable  Americans  in  the  list  who  are  not  so  well  known,  such  as 
Thomas  PP.  Benton,  Edward  Everett,  Albert  Gallatin  (a  native  of  Switzerland),  Michael 
Hillegas,  John  Jay  Knox,  Hugh  McCulloch,  General  James  B.  McPherson,  Charles 
Sumner,  William  Windom,  and  Silas  Wright.  Exactly  fifty  such  subjects  are  included 
under  the  heading  of  Biographical  Sketches. 

There  will  not  be  found,  however,  any  information  regarding  the  designers  or  en- 
gravers of  the  notes,  something  that  we  Essay  and  Proof  collectors  would  be  particularly 
interested  in.  This  omission  is  regrettable,  of  course,  but  is  excusable,  as  such  informa- 
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tion  is  very  difficult  to  obtain  and  much  of  it  is  absolutely  unavailable. 

All  in  all  it  is  a marvelous  book,  and  if  there  ever  was  a “must”  for  a collector  of 
U.  S.  currency  this  is  it.  A first  edition  of  1500  copies,  issued  a year  or  so  ago,  was  soon 
exhausted.  This  second  edition,  also  of  1500  copies,  includes  some  additional  illustrations, 
principally  of  the  backs  of  notes  (there  are  about  40  of  these),  an  Addenda  of  three  or 
four  pages,  and  an  Errata  list.  It  would  not  be  surprising  if,  in  the  course  of  time,  this 
book  became  a collector’s  item  itself. 


U.  S.  Postal  Cards  First  Authorized

In  Essay  Proof  Journal  No.  i,  page  19,  the  “J.  P.  Charlton,  Copyright  1861”  of 
Lipman’s  Postal  Card  of  Philadelphia  for  use  with  an  adhesive  stamp  was  stated  to  be 
“The  earliest  known  suggestion  for  a Postal  Card.”  In  previous  philatelic  literature  this 
prestige  had  been  credited  to  Heinrich  von  Stephan  of  Germany,  who  had  recommended  in 
1865  a Correspondence  Card  with  an  adhesive  stamp  similar  to  the  U.  S.  Charlton-Lip- 
man  card  of  1861,  although  Belgium  had  officially  authorized  such  cards  in  1864. 

That  the  i cent  and  2 cents  postal  card  idea  actually  originated  officially  in  the 
United  States  in  1861  is  now  proved.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Hon.  Joseph  J.  Lawler, 
Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General  of  the  United  States,  he  has  furnished  at  my  request, 
an  extract  of  the  U.  S.  Act  of  February  27,  1861  (12  Stat.  169,  Section  13)  as  here 
quoted.  The  italics  are  editorial  for  emphasis. 

“And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  cards,  blank  or  printed,  blanks  in  packages 
weighing  at  least  8 ounces,  and  seeds  or  cuttings  in  packages  not  exceeding  8 ounces 
shall  be  charged  with  postage  at  the  rate  of  i cent  an  ounce  or  fraction  thereof,  to  any 
place  in  the  United  States  under  1,500  miles;  over  1,500  miles,  2 cents  an  ounce  or 
fraction  thereof  to  be  prepaid  by  postage  stamps.” 

Thus  this  United  States  law  of  February  25,  1861  authorized  the  Charlton-Lipman 
postal  card  copyrighted  December  17,  1861.  Whether  the  Charlton  card  was  the  first 
idea,  or  whether  his  card,  or  the  use  of  other  cards  which  is  more  likely,  resulted  in  the 
passage  of  the  law,  is  still  unknown  to  me.  But  the  U.  S.  postal  card  law  was  passed 
early  in  the  year  1861,  four  years  before  von  Stephan  mentioned  it  in  Germany.  Can 
anyone  show  a U.  S.  Postal  Card  with  adhesive  stamp  postally  used  in  1861? 

The  legalizing  of  sending  a package  of  seeds  not  exceeding  8 ounces  at  the  same  rate 
as  postal  cards  is  interesting  because  of  the  existence  of  heretofore  unexplained  Brooks 
essays  for  one  cent  postal  card  tags  with  one  cent  reply  coupon  to  acknowledge  receipt, 
that  were  printed  by  the  National  Bank  Note  Co.,  probably  at  a later  date.

A collector  friend  has  lately  brought  to  my  attention  an  inquiry  for  information  rela- 
tive to  an  engraved  trilingual  3 cents  essay  of  China  [152E]  depicting  Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen, 
which  was  published  in  the  January  1949  issue  of  The  Essay  Proof  Journal  No.  21,  P. 
24.  As  this  item  has  been  condemned  as  “obviously  bogus”  by  some  pseudo-expert,  it  is  felt 
that  the  somewhat  meager  collateral  information  which  is  known  to  have  been  published  in 
China,  should  be  submitted.

A few  months  ago  a colored  reproduction  of  a similar  5 cents,  blue-green  essay  was 
used  on  the  front  cover  of  The  Modern  Stamp  Journal  of  Shanghai,  which  lately  has 
been  making  use  of  a series  of  essays  in  this  manner.  Nothing  is  published  in  the  accom- 
panying letter-press  regarding  it.  However,  in  looking  through  other  Chinese  stamp 
periodicals  in  my  library  I found  that  in  1936  The  New  Light  Philatelic  Monthly  (vol- 
ume 5,  number  i,  page  3)  there  appeared  a short  article  in  Chinese  on  the  5 cents  value 
of  similar  design,  illustrated  by  a horizontal  pair  of  this  essay.  This  article  seems  to  be 
based  on  an  article  which  appeared  in  the  magazine  Chung  Hwa  Hsiao  So,  and  relates 
that  this  essay  was  the  design  which  Sun  Yat-sen  selected  to  be  used  to  commemorate 
the  revolution  which  overthrew  the  Ch’ing  dynasty  in  1911.  The  original  design  from 
w’hich  this  essay  Was  made  was  found  among  the  personal  effects  of  Sun  Yat-sen  after 
his  death,  and  it  may  be  surmised  that  it  is  still  treasured  among  his  memorablia.  He 
had  designated  his  secretary,  Tang  Wench’i,  to  arrange  for  its  issue  and  he  had  it  made 
by  the  Commercial  Press  of  Shanghai,  the  same  firm  which  overprinted  many  stamps  of 
the  Imperial  Chinese  Post  for  the  newdy  established  republic.  They  were  made  up  in  sheets 
of  50  stamps  on  unwatermarked  paper,  dark  green  in  color.  However,  due  to  the 
political  events  which  transpired  at  that  time  which  made  Sun  Yat-sen  the  Provisional 
President  and  Yuan  Shi’kai  the  President,  he  was  unable  to  procure  its  acceptance. 
Yuan  Shi-kai  opposed,  and  a compromise  was  made  which  saw  the  issue  in  1912  of  the 
set  of  twelve  stamps  depicting  Sun  Yat-sen’s  portrait  commemorating  the  revolution,  and 
a parallel  set  with  Yuan  Shi-kai’s  portrait  commemorating  the  establishment  of  the 
Republic. 

For  the  information  of  collectors  who  do  not  have  access  to  the  above  named  Chi- 
nese periodicals,  the  slight  differences  in  the  designs  of  the  3 cents  and  the  5 cents  values 
are  enumerated: 

In  the  upper  curved  label  the  6 Chinese  seal  characters  are  in  color  upon  a clear 
background  in  the  3 cents  value,  while  in  the  5 cents  value  the  same  characters  are  color- 
less against  a colored  background.  The  background  surrounding  the  portrait  extends  to 
the  lathework  surrounding  the  characters  and  ornaments  at  the  right  and  left  of  the 
portrait  in  the  3 cents  value,  while  in  the  5 cents  value  the  background  is  sharply  cut 
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oil  by  vertical  colorless  lines  just  outside  the  cartouches.  The  French  inscriptions  “re- 
PUBLIQUE  chinoise”  are  similar,  but  their  treatments  are  the  reverse  of  the  description 
given  above  of  the  upper  labels.  There  is  no  English  expression  of  value  in  the  5 cents 
value  as  in  the  “three  cents”  bottom  tablet,  hence  this  value  is  bilingual.  Its  place  is 
taken  up  by  two  Chinese  characters  which  are  but  dimly  reproduced  in  the  cut  and  which 
cannot  be  accurately  deciphered.  The  treatment  of  the  ornaments  between  the  upper 
and  lower  characters  at  the  right  and  left  of  the  portrait  also  differs  in  that  the  center 
ornaments  (or  characters,  if  they  are  Chinese  characters)  are  outlined  by  marked  color- 
less bands  which  impinge  on  the  ornaments  at  either  side.  Needless  to  say,  a magnifier 
is  of  no  assistance  in  determining  whether  these  figures  are  Chinese  characters  or  orna- 
ments, as  magnification  of  a stamp  reproduced  through  a halftone  screen  is  only  more 
diffused  on  enlargement.  The  reproduction  in  The  Essay  Proof  Journal  is  much 
clearer  than  that  in  The  New  Light  Philatelic  Monthly,  having  been  made  through  a finer 
screen  and  printed  on  a coated  stock,  while  the  latter  is  printed  on  a poor  grade  of  news- 
print paper.  The  portraits  are  quite  similar,  differing  principally  in  the  fact  that  the 
moustache  in  the  3 cents  value  appears  to  be  fuller,  whereas  in  the  5 cents  value  it  is 
trimmed  angularly.  The  facial  expression  seems  to  be  blander  and  less  expressive  in  the 
latter  production. 

The  obvious  explanation  of  the  French  inscriptions  on  these  essays  is  that  French  is 
the  official  language  of  the  Universal  Postal  Union,  to  which  China  adhered  officially  in 
1896;  and  at  the  time  of  their  preparation  a Frenchman,  T.  Piry,  was  Postmaster  Gen- 
eral. At  the  time  of  the  revolution  postal  matters  were  in  a state  of  flux,  as  only  then 
recently  (30  May  1911)  the  Postal  Administration  had  been  separated  from  the  Chinese 
Maritime  Customs,  and  the  essay  to  use  French  at  that  time  for  the  proposed  new  issue  of 
postage  stamps  for  the  Republic  was  perfectly  in  keeping  with  the  times. 


Bank  Note  Engravers  of  America 

By  Clarence  W.  Brazer,  D.Sc. 

Since  April,  1938,  there  have  been  published  in  the  Collectors  Club  Philatelist  a series 
of  over  nineteen  historical  articles  on  the  Bank  Note  Engravers  of  America,  with  biogra- 
phies of  the  designers  and  engravers  who  contributed  engraving  to  stamps  and  paper 
money.  Three  chapters  on  “The  Fine  Art  of  Line  Engraving”  were  also  published  in  the 
Essay  Proof  Journal  that  are  closely  connected  with  the  first  series.  There  are  still 
unpublished  biographies  of  more  recent  designers  and  engravers  of  the  Bureau  of  Engrav- 
ing and  Printing.  Considerable  research  was  required  to  gather  all  this  historical  infor- 
mation without  help  from  the  companies,  but  with  help  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing.  Practically  all  of  this  information  is  unavailable  elsewhere.  Books  on  portrait 
and  pictorial  engravings  signed  by  the  artists  have  been  published,  but  none  has  yet  been 
published  on  the  unsigned  bank  note  and  stamp  engravings. 

The  printer  during  the  war  had  to  melt  the  metal  held  for  reprinting  the  early  part 
of  this  series,  but  has  since  held  the  metal  of  many  pages  of  the  later  articles  for  reprint- 
ing all  this  work,  to  be  rearranged  in  book  form.  As  the  cost  of  printing  such  a book 
would  be  considerable,  the  author  would  like  to  know  how  many  persons,  engravers  and 
libraries  might  be  interested  in  buying  it  if  published.  The  book  would  cost  at  least  five 
dollars.  Unless  there  is  sufficient  interest  manifested  the  time  and  expense  involved  would 
be  unwarranted.  Perhaps  there  are  some  who  might  be  willing  to  underwrite  the  cost  of 
production.  The  printer  is  greatly  in  need  of  metal  now  tied  up,  so  an  early  decision  is 
If  you  are  interested  in  such  a book  please  write  the  author.

The  Essay  Proof  Society  held  its  1949  Convention  at  the  Collectors  Club  in  New 
York  on  Saturday,  September  24,  elected  officers — some  of  them  new' — held  an  exhibition, 
and  joined  together  at  dinner  that  evening  at  the  Collingw'ood  Hotel  nearby  in  several 
hours  of  comradely  self-entertainment.  There  were  50  registered  at  the  meetings,  and 
about  40  attended  the  dinner. 

The  convention  originally  had  been  planned  as  a part  of  the  gathering  in  Boston  for 
the  American  Philatelic  Society,  but  w'as  postponed  due  to  the  illness  of  several  members, 
and  the  inability  of  some  of  the  officers  to  attend. 

Among  the  first  things  done  at  the  Convention  w'as  the  election  of  new'  members  of 
the  Board  Class  of  1952,  and  to  this  governing  unit  were  elected  Dr.  Clarence  W.  Brazer 
(re-elected),  Dr.  Julian  Blanchard  of  New'  York,  Joseph  Mandos  of  Philadelphia,  and 
J.  N.  Sissons  of  Toronto.  Immediately  following  this  election  the  convention  w'as  called 
to  recess,  and  the  Board  met  in  executive  session  to  elect  officers  for  the  1949-50  term. 
They  also  set  the  date  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting  in  Washington,  on  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 5,  1950. 


Dr.  Clarence  W.  Hennan  of  Chicago  was  reelected  President,  as  w'as  Chester  A. 
Smeltzer  of  Ramsey,  N.  J.,  First  Vice  President.  John  J.  Britt  of  New'  York  w'as  elected 
Second  Vice  President,  Dr.  Blanchard  Secretary,  and  Julian  F.  Gros  of  New'  York, 
Treasurer.  Ben  Reeves  of  Chicago  w'as  re-elected  International  Secretary. 
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Dr.  Herman  immediately  reappointed  Clarence  W.  Brazer  of  New  York  as  Editor 
and  Business  Manager  of  the  Essay  Proof  Journal,  a post  he  has  held  since  its  start 
with  the  inauguration  of  the  society.  Also  reappointed  were  Dr.  Brazer’s  associates:  Dr. 
Blanchard  as  Assistant  Editor,  and  Eugene  Costales  as  Advertising  Manager. 

Reports 

Dr.  Brazer  had  reported  to  the  convention  that  for  the  first  time  in  the  six  years 
history  of  the  Journal  it  finally  showed  a substantial  surplus  for  the  past  four  issues, 
due  to  greater  funds  available  because  of  the  increase  in  dues,  and  sales,  although  adver- 
tising had  fallen  off. 

Thomas  F.  Morris,  the  retiring  Treasurer,  reported  that  operations  for  the  past  year 
showed  a profit  of  $505.43.  “This  is  largely  the  result  of  the  increase  in  dues  and  sub- 
scriptions, and  advertising  rates,”  he  told  the  convention.  “Had  these  increases  not  been 
put  into  effect  ...  an  operating  deficit  would  have  occurred.  The  Society  lost  some  mem- 
berships on  account  of  the  increase  in  dues  and  subscriptions,  but  in  spite  of  this,  these 
items  are  $763.15  higher  than  the  preceding  year.  Contributions  . . . were  $581.50  lower 
than  in  1947-48.  If  we  were  to  deduct  this  figure  from  the  increase  from  dues  and  mem- 
berships, it  would  still  show  a net  gain  of  $181.65.  There  was  an  increase  from  adver- 
tising of  $257.00  . . . engraving  and  printing  expenses  were  slightly  higher  by  $82.72  . . . 
but  the  general  expenses  of  the  society  were  $119.63  lower.” 

Mr.  Morris,  who  also  served  as  Secretary  last  year,  reported  that  as  of  June  30,  1949, 
there  were  442  paid  members,  i honorary  life  member,  and  i life  member,  plus  nine  sub- 
scribers to  the  Journal. 

Mr.  Morris  requested  that  he  not  be  considered  for  election  to  office  during  the 
coming  year,  and  the  resolutions  committee  took  recognition  of  his  services  as  part  of  the 
resolutions  which  were  unanimously  approved  by  the  convention: 

“Be  it  resolved:  That  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  entire  membership  aie  due  ali  officers  of  the  Society 
who  have  served  so  dilis:ently  and  faithfully  during  the  past  year,  and 

“Be  it  further  resolved:  That  special  thanks  are  accorded  our  retiring  Secretary-Treasurer,  Thomas  F. 
Morris,  and  our  Editor,  Clarence  W.  Brazer,  for  their  unstinted  efforts  on  our  behalf,  and 

“Be  it  further  resolved:  That  our  thanks  go  to  the  Collectors  Club  of  New  York  for  their  generous 
permission  to  use  the  Collectors  Club  building  for  our  convention  and  exhibition.”

The  exhibition,  while  small  (20  frames)  brought  forth  some  truly  outstanding  ma- 
terial. Members  were  limited  to  one  frame,  approximately  twelve  pages,  but  some  took 
two.  However,  the  judges — Eugene  Costales  of  New  York,  and  Julius  Windner  of 
Philadelphia — took  all  these  things  into  account  in  making  their  decisions. 

Mr.  Morris’  brilliant  showing  of  the  original  drawings,  essays  and  proofs  of  the 
Canada  1898  “Christmas”  issue  received  first  place  in  the  foreign  section,  with  John  J. 
Britt’s  display  of  original  sketches,  essays  and  proofs  of  Monaco  and  Brazil  airmails 
placing  second.  Mr.  Morris  received  the  Chester  A.  Smeltzer  Award,  a beautiful  silver 
plate,  suitably  engraved. 

In  the  U.  S.  section,  the  Britt  Cup  was  won  by  Mr.  Smeltzer,  who  showed  the  1890 
Issue,  each  denomination  on  a page  including  the  large  die  proof,  small  die  proofs  of  the 
1903  and  very  rare  1915  printings,  plate  proofs  in  blocks  of  four  on  India  paper,  and  on 
cardboard.  Second  place  was  won  by  John  Meurer  of  Queens  Village,  N.  Y.,  who  pre- 
sented for  the  edification  of  the  members  and  visitors  a display  of  the  Postal  Stationery 
trial  color  proofs,  among  other  things,  of  the  1876  Bicentennial  U.  S.  envelopes. 

Others  who  exhibited  United  States  Essays  and  Proofs  were:  Julian  F.  Gros,  a 
grand  frame  of  Revenues  including  $200  eagle  essays,  rare  trial  color  models  with  black 
vignettes  mounted,  50c  and  $5  Proprietary  proofs  and  the  outstanding  $5,000  proof  in  three 
colors;  S.  Altmann,  displayed  Bank  Note  Co.  die  proofs  and  plate  proofs  in  trial  colors; 
Col.  O.  H.  Schrader,  large  die  proofs  of  Match  and  Medicine  Proprietary  Revenues; 
Julian  Blanchard,  proofs  of  stamps  and  the  same  engravings  used  on  proofs  of  bank  notes. 

Exhibits  of  other  Foreign  Essays  and  Proofs  were:  Clarence  Hennan,  Haiti  die 
proofs;  Joseph  Mandos,  die  essays  and  proofs  of  Guatemala;  Stephen  G.  Rich,  South 
Africa  unfinished  die  essays  and  proofs  in  black;  George  W.  Caldwell,  Switzerland  die 
essays  and  proofs;  Donald  Haverbeck,  very  rare  Cochin  China  proofs  and  impressions 
from  the  cancelled  plates;  Edmond  Queyroy,  France  proofs  signed  by  engravers;  Samuel 
Ray,  China  and  Panama  1939  die  proofs.

at  Mational  Pliilatelic  Mmsemtii 

September  24  to  October  15,  1949 

An  unusual  exhibition  of  stamps  and  material  relating  to  United  States  postal  history 
was  opened  at  the  National  Philatelic  Museum  in  Philadelphia  on  September  24th,  to  run 
through  October  15th.  As  customary,  the  exhibits  were  by  invitation,  representing  many 
outstanding  collections,  along  many  lines.  Featured  in  this  exhibition  were  selections  from 
the  collection  of  E.  P.  S.  member  D.  O.  Barrett,  of  Tulsa,  Oklahoma  (Charter  Member 
No.  63),  which  he  has  given  to  Boys  Town  and  which  he  is  now  preparing  for  permanent 
display  in  their  new  museum  building. 

Thirty-six  frames  of  his  exhibit,  in  the  main  exhibition  hall,  included  plate  proofs  in 
singles  and  blocks  of.  four  and  large  die  proofs  of  the  Columbians,  large  die  essays,  bi- 
colored, of  the  Trans-Mississippi  issue,  1894  large  die  proofs,  and  many  other  essays  and 
proofs  of  regular  postage,  newspaper  and  revenue  issues.  In  many  cases  the  album  pages 
were  artistically  lettered  and  decorated,  and  the  stamps  supplemented  with  bank  notes  of 
philatelic  interest  and  other  collateral  material. 

In  a separate  room  on  the  floor  below  was  shown  another  portion  of  the  collection 
destined  for  Boys  Town.  This  comprised  about  45  glass-inclosed  wall-mounted  18  x 24 
inch  cards  displaying  such  material  as  bank  notes  and  U.  S.  currency  with  matching  vig- 
nettes, rare  historical  documents  and  engravings,  autographs,  etc.,  some  of  it  having  phila- 
telic or  numismatic  significance  and  some  being  merely  interesting  Americana,  all  shown 
and  described  for  its  educational  and  historical  value. 

The  current  Bulletin  of  the  Museum  contains  an  interesting  article  by  Mr.  Barrett 
describing  the  development  of  the  collection  and  the  purposes  he  has  had  in  view  in  its 
formation. 


and  Imprimatiuirs 

The  London  Philatelist,  August,  1949,  reports  the  May  19  meeting  of  the  Royal  Phila- 
telic Society,  London,  at  which  R.  H.  Sennett  displayed  in  the  wall  and  table  frames  nearly 
250  pages  of  Essays,  Proofs,  Colour  Trials  and  Imprimaturs  of  Great  Britain.  This  Col- 
lection had  only  been  exhibited  once  before,  at  the  1923  International  Stamp  Exhibition, 
London,  when  it  was  awarded  two  Gold  Medals.  It  has  since  been  enlarged  fourfold  and 
is  now  probably  one  of  the  largest  and  most  important  of  its  type  and  kind.  It  is  reported 
in  great  detail,  issue  by  issue,  on  pages  143  and  144  of  this  magazine. 


1951  Cemteinary  JExliiMtioii  of  tlie  U,  S«  1851  Stamps 

On  July  I,  1951,  the  U.  S.  1851  issue  of  three  stamps  will  be  100  years  old.  Dr. 
Carroll  Chase  has  suggested  that  a Centenary  Exhibition  devoted  to  these  popular  ic,  3c 
and  I2C  stamps  be  held  to  commemorate  the  event.  The  American  Philatelic  Society 
Unit  No.  II  devoted  to  the  1851-57  I'hree  Cents  Stamps  has  announced  that  it  will 
sponsor  this  exhibition.  No  doubt  it  will  include  tlie  popular  essays  and  proofs  of  these 
three  stamps.  The  location  and  further  details  will  be  announced  later. 
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Canadai  Imperforates  are  Proofs 

By  Clarence  W.  Brazer,  D.Sc. 


In  B.  N.  A.  Topics  for  June  1949,  F.  Walter  Pollock  published  an  article  headed 
“Collectors  Don’t  Want  Imperforates”  and  refers  to  “the  recent  appearance  of  thirty  or 
more  new  imperforate  varieties  of  Canadian  stamps.”  It  Is  no  doubt  true  that  “They  are 
not  real  postage  stamps;  they  never  were  sold  at  post  offices  or  issued  to  postmasters.  Fur- 
thermore, I believe  they  should  not  be  listed  in  a catalog  as  postage  stamps,  but  as  proofs. 
He  also  states  “They  are  not  proofs;  a proof  fs  presumably  custom-made  with  hand  inking 
and  wiping  of  the  plate  to  insure  perfect  reproduction  of  the  original  design.”  “And  if 
they  were  specially  printed,  then  they  should  be  offered  as  proofs,  and  not  as  Imperforate 
stamps.”  I am  in  complete  agreement  with  the  latter  sentence,  but  disagree  with  the 
following  paragraph  beginning  “Actually,  they  are  nothing  but  culls  from  the  waste 
basket — etc.” 

The  early  stamps  of  Great  Britain  were  proofed  in  approved  color  from  each  plate  on 
stamp  paper  before  the  stamps  were  printed,  and  a sheet  was  registered  at  Somerset 
House,  which  corresponds  to  the  United  States  Post  Office  Department;  these  are  called 
Imprimatures  and  the  sheets  were  cut  into  from  time  to  time.  Recently  many  have 
appeared  in  philatelic  auctions. 

I am  informed  by  one  who  marketed  one  of  these  Canada  lots  that  for  more  than  20 
years  it  has  been  the  established  custom  for  the  bank  note  engraving  firms  supplying  post- 
age stamps  to  the  Canada  Post  Office  Department  (and  that  a similar  procedure  pre- 
vailed in  Newfoundland)  to  make  of  each  stamp  six  large  die  sunk  proofs  In  normal  colors 
on  large  cards,  and  six  sets  of  complete  panes  on  stamp  paper  imperforate  and  gummed. 
These  “Imprimaturs,”  as  they  are  called  in  England,  or  first  printing  panes,  are  no  doubt 
printed  before  the  stamps  are  printed  and  with  great  care,  and  are  probably  printed  by 
the  “proofer”  to  accompany  the  die  proofs,  and  not  by  regular  stamp  plate  printers.  The 
incompleted  panes  not  having  been  sold  “as  evidence  of  prepayment  of  postage”  are  plate 
proofs  on  stamp  paper.  These  are  evidence  of  the  first  color  inks  approved.  The  gummed 
plate  proofs  on  stamp  paper  give  a more  exact  appearance  of  how  the  stamps  will  look 
than  plate  proofs  on  India  paper  or  cardboard  as  gum  slightly  changes  the  appearance  of 
the  color. 

I am  further  informed  that  these  six  large  die  proofs  and  six  imperforate  gummed 
panes  were  each  distributed — one  to  the  official  P.  O.  D.  Museum  in  the  Department  of 
Records,  one  to  the  King’s  Empire  Collection,  and  four  under  the  direction  of  the  Post- 
master General.  Some  unapproved  trial  colors  may  come  from  the  same  source.  The 
engravers  also  had  die  essays  and  proofs  of  their  work.  Similar  distribution  of  large  die 
proofs  only  has  generally  been  the  U.  S.  custom  in  the  past.  When  these  recipients  are  no 
longer  officials,  they  or  their  heirs  may  dispose  of  these  proofs  as  personal  property.  We 
understand  that  at  least  two  of  these  four  sets  of  die  proofs  and  plate  proof  panes  have 
come  into  the  philatelic  market  during  recent  years.  I have  seen  one  set  of  large  die 
proofs  of  1912  to  1942  issues  complete  including  Air  Mail  and  Postage  Dues,  the  set  of 
1914  Cartier  essays,  another  lot  of  large  die  proofs  and  panes  of  50  imperforate  o.  g. 
plate  proofs  of  the  set  of  six  1938  issue  and  set  of  three  1939  Issue  complete  with  Air  Mail 
and  Special  Deliveries. 

The  Canada  P.  O.  D.  announced,  prior  to  June  1947,  that  no  “imperforates”  after 
1945  will  be  given  to  anyone.  Therefore  the  list  that  follows  at  the  end  of  this  article  is 
probably  complete.  That  official  announcement  apparently  will  also  apply  to  die  proofs. 
Some  proofs  of  the  1946  issue  no  doubt  exist  in  philatelic  ownership. 

Earlier  Issaes 


From  about  1883  to  at  least  1893,  it  was  the  custom  of  the  American  Bank  Note  Co., 
now  parent  owner  of  the  Canadian  Bank  Note  Co.,  the  firm  producing  postage  stamps  for 
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Canada,  to  submit  for  final  approval  of  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  Department,  imperforate 
gummed  panes  of  plate  proofs  in  approved  colors,  and  for  some  denominations  in  trial 
colors.  These  U.  S.  plate  proofs  on  stamp  paper  in  normal  colors  are  unfortunately  now 
listed  in  Scott’s  U.  S.  Catalogues  as  minor  varieties  of  stamps,  but  that  is  another  story 
that  appeared  in  this  Journal  No.  23,  July  1949. 

Scott’s  Standard  Catalogue  also  lists  as  minor  varieties  of  stamps  Canada  unused 
imperforate  pairs  of  stamps  that  were  regularly  issued  perforated,  and  produced  by  the 
American  Bank  Note  Co.  from  1859  to  1867.  These  are  not  listed  as  known  regularly 
used.  Of  the  1868  “large  Queen”  issue  by  the  British  American  Bank  Note  Co.  the  ic 
yellow'-orange  is  listed  imperforate  but  not  priced  and  the  15c  gray  violet  is  priced  only 
unused.  The  1870  to  1889  “small  Queen”  issue  by  the  same  B.  A.  B.  N.  Co.  is  listed 
imperforate  known  unused  only  for  the  p2C,  ic  and  2c.  The  1888  to  1897  Ottawa  printing, 
however,  is  listed  imperforate  known  only  unused  for  the  set,  3c,  5c,  6c,  8c,  lOc,  20c  and  50c; 
this  period  corresponds  with  a part  of  the  period  when  U.  S.  imperforate  gummed  proofs 
were  submitted  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co.,  N.  Y.  The  colors  of  these  “small 
Queen”  Canada  imperforate  proofs  on  stamp  paper  by  the  B.  A.  B.  N.  Co.  are  not  all 
identical  with  the  issued  perforated  stamps  and  at  least  the  loc  exists  in  several  colors,  or 
shades,  as  on  the  U.  S.  1890  2c,  4c,  5c  and  6c.  Some  of  these  Canada  imperforates  are 
not  known  gummed. 

Boggs’  “Canada,”  Vol.  i,  page  305,  tells  a story  about  how’  the  “small  Queen”  100 
sheets  of  each  denomination  got  out  and  how  some  other  gummed  imperforates  were  given 
to  Lauchlan  Gibb  who  was  privileged  to  use  them.  A 3c  Vermillion  pair  exists  cancelled 
“Bigwu’n  Island  July  16/95”,  a 5c  brownish-gray  pair  exists  cancelled  “Halifax  FB  13  ii” 
and  a loc  browmish-red  pair  cancelled  “Montreal  MR  17  05.”  The  100  imperforate 
sheets  of  each  denomination  were  not  listed  as  stamps  by  Scott  or  Gibbons  until  they 
bought  some  of  them.  Boggs  doubts  that  any  of  these  imperforates  were  regularly  on 
sale  as  stamps.  In  the  Colonel  Green  collection  there  were  complete  imperforate  panes  of 
Canada  “small  Queens”  which  were  cut  up  into  blocks  before  being  offered  at  auction. 
These  included  the  1868  15c,  1870  ic  orange,  ic  yellow,  2c  green,  3c  vermillion,  3c  car- 
mine, 6c  red-brown,  loc  brown-red,  1882  y^c  black,  1893  8c  gray,  all  gummed.  For 
Mandel’s  proofs  see  Journal  No.  5,  page  14. 

Scott’s  Standard  Catalogue  now  notes  that  all  values  of  the  Canada  1897  ‘^maple 
leaf”  issue,  by  the  A.  B.  N.  Co.,  and  all  but  two  of  the  1898-1902  issue,  exist  imperforate 
on  stamp  paper,  but  does  not  list  them  as  stamps,  no  doubt  recognizing  them  as  proofs. 
This  is  also  the  case  with  the  A.  B.  N.  Co.  1898  maps,  1903-08  King  Edward  and  1908 
Tercentenary  Issues.  In  the  1912-25  King  George  issue  the  4c  olive-bistre,  5c  violet,  7c 
red-brown,  8c  blue,  loc  bistre-brown,  20c  olive-green,  50c  black-brown  and  $i  orange,  and 
the  Postage  Due  1906-28  issue  ic,  2c,  4c  and  5c,  are  all  listed  imperforate  and  priced  only 
unused.  The  1927  to  1929  issues  by  the  Canadian  Bank  Note  Co.  are  noticed  as  existing 
imperforate  and  partly  perforated,  but  none  are  priced,  again  seeming  to  be  recognized  as 
proofs.  About  the  partly  perforated  I have  no  definite  information,  but  believe  these 
were  produced  by  favor  in  a much  larger  quantity.  After  the  1929  issue  Scott’s  Catalogue 
mentions  no  imperforates  as  stamps. 


Of  the  XX  Century  imperforates  four  panes  of  each  should  eventually  be  available, 
thus  200  large  size  and  400  small  size.  None  of  these  Canada  imperforates  listed  by 
Scott’s  as  stamps  are  priced  (or  noted)  in  used  condition,  although  it  is  possible  for  a stamp 
collector  to  send  an  imperforate  proof  through  the  mails  without  rejection.  I have  seen 
some  single  U.  S.  India  paper  and  cardboard  proofs  illegally  used  on  covers,  but  imperforate 
stamps  are  only  philatelically  recognized  in  pairs.  The  possibility  of  the  existence  of 
imperforate  pairs  of  regularly  perforated  stamps  being  issued  in  error,  is  admitted,  but  in 
such  cases  genuine  purchase  at  a post  office  must  be  proveil  by  the  owner,  or  by  a recog- 
nized expert  committee.  Lacking  such  certification  they  should  be  recognized  as  plate 
proofs  on  stamp  paper,  especially  if  clear  “proof”  printings.  Any  responsible  evidence  to 
the  contrary  will  be  carefully  considered  before  listing  them  in  the  E.  P.  S.  Catalog  of 
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Proofs.  The  following:  list  quotes  Scott’s  prices  per  pair.  Prices  in  ( ) are  by  L.  A.

Swedem  Essays,  Proofs  and  Stamps  of  1910^1920 

A Review 

In  Journal  No.  22,  page  90,  we  reviewed  Vol.  Ill  of  Svenska  Postverkets  Franko- 
techen  by  Dr.  Hugo  Olsson  and  F.  Benzinger.  Vol.  IV  covering  the  King  Gustaf  V 1910- 
1920  issues  has  now  been  published  in  a similar  book  of  196  pages,  with  92  good  illus- 
trations, including  many  essays  and  proofs  as  well  as  stamp  varieties.  1 he  price  of  \ ol. 
IV’^  is  9 Swedish  crowns,  obtainable  from  Consul  F.  Benzinger,  Birger  Jarlsgaten  71, 
Stockholm,  Sweden. 
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A»  P,  S«  Aiiinuial  Exhibition 

• Boston,  Massachesetts 

Aegust  16^20,  1949 

This  year’s  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  American  Philatelic  Society  was  held  in  Horti- 
cultural Hall,  Boston,  from  August  16  to  20,  1949,  under  the  efficient  direction  of  Dr. 
Howard  K.  Thompson,  Chairman,  and  his  Committees.  The  exhibits,  except  those  in  the 
large  Junior  Room,  were  of  selected  high  quality  from  important  collections.  They  were 
beautifully  displayed  in  excellently  lighted  frames  36  by  48  inches  holding  about  16  pages 
each.  There  were  15  single  frames  by  Juniors  under  14  and  24  frames  by  Juniors  aged 
14-18.  Junior  exhibitors  were  in  competition  for  the  Lyness  Award  in  a separate  room. 
Competition  was  announced  to  be  on  the  “Open  Basis”  where  every  competitive  exhibit 
was  judged  as  to  comparative  importance  with  all  other  classifications,  but  the  judges  set 
up  and  judged  various  classifications.  Group  4 “Specialized  Collections,”  Section  17  U.  S. 
and  C.  S.  A.,  Section  2 British  Empire  and  Section  4 Latin  America,  all  included  most 
of  the  essays  and  proofs  shown,  although  other  exhibits  without  proofs  were  in  the  same 
sections.  Ten  first,  ten  second  and  ten  third  awards,  and  a trophy  for  the  “Best  in  the 
Show,”  were  available  to  the  judges,  and  were  awarded  to  those  exhibits  ranked  worthy 
in  each  classification.  In  addition  there  were  a number  of  special  awards  and  trophies. 
There  was  an  amply  large  international  panel  of  16  Active  Judges,  both  amateurs  and 
professionals,  eminently  qualified  to  judge  the  various  classifications.  No  complaints 
about  the  judging  were  heard.  It  was  generally  conceded  that  the  quality  of  the  exhibits 
was  exceptionally  high. 

The  Judges’  Report,  however,  unfortunately  failed  to  mention  the  outstanding  ex- 
hibits entered  “Not  for  Competition,”  although  such  cards  were  placed  upon  some  of  the 
frames,  and  such  exhibits  were  mentioned  in  the  program.  The  program  did  not  classify 
the  exhibits,  which  were  not  all  arranged  in  the  frames  by  classifications.  The  “Judges’ 
Report”  read  at  the  annual  banquet  when  the  prizes  were  distributed,  and  as  published  in 
the  philatelic  weeklies,  also  failed  to  give  notice  of  these  important  parts  of  the  exhibi- 
tion. Neither  were  the  biennial  A.  P.  S.  Luff  Awards  mentioned  at  the  banquet,  as 
announced  in  the  excellent  program. 

U,  S«  Essay  Proof  Exliibits,  Group  4,  Section  1 

Not  for  Competition. 

Clarence  W.  Brazer,  6 frames,  96  pages  of  a Reference  Collection  of  the  U.  S.  1893 
Columbian  Issue.  This  exhibit  included  for  each  of  the  16  denominations  unique  water 
color  designs  with  mounted  photograph  models,  ferrotypes  of  the  subjects  engraved  for 
transfer  to  the  die,  progress  die  essays,  trial  color  die  essays  and  die  proofs,  approved  color 
large  die  proofs  signed  by  both  engravers,  small  die  proofs  of  the  1903  and  1915  print- 
ings, India  paper  plate  proofs  in  singles  and  blocks  of  four,  and  cardboard  plate  proofs 
of  the  early  and  late  1893  printings,  including  multiple  pieces. 

Rol)(‘rt  P.  Hackett.  First  Award  and  Brazer  Trophy  II  for  1949. 

This  selection  included  6 frames,  96  pages  of  the  1845  to  i860  issues,  truly  a won- 
derful exhibit  very  neatly  mounted.  The  1845  New’  York  Postmaster’s  die  essays  wore 
complete  in  original  trial  colors,  and  1862  printings  of  plate  proofs  in  all  trial  colors.  The 
Providence  Postmaster’s  1846  trial  color  plate  proofs  on  card  in  black  and  brown  wore 
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shown  each  in  complete  plates  of  12.  There  were  also  the  Albany  Postmaster’s  1847  die 
essays  on  India  and  bond  papers  each  in  5 colors.  A grand  lot  of  1847  5c  and  lOc  large 
die  proofs  were  displayed  in  normal  and  trial  colors,  and  plate  proofs  in  the  largest  exist- 
ing blocks: — blocks  of  6 and  8 of  the  5c  black  and  a block  of  30  plus  an  adjoining  block  of 
4 of  the  5c  black  with  red  specimen.  There  were  also  complete  sheets  of  50  of  the  1875 
reproductions  of  the  5c  and  loc  on  card,  and  the  Atlanta  trial  color  plate  proofs  complete 
in  singles. 

The  1851  3c  die  essays  in  all  types  were  nearly  complete  on  all  papers  and  in  all 
colors,  many  being  full  size  die  sunk  on  card.  The  carriers  included  a Franklin  die  proof 
in  black.  The  6c  black  die  essay  shown  is  a hybrid  mounted  as  a large  die  sunk  essay. 
There  were  two  ic  blocks  of  12  on  India  paper.  In  the  3c  proofs  there  was  the  unique 
large  die  proofs  in  blue  and  twm  original  plate  proofs.  The  5c  plate  proofs  on  India 
paper  included  plate  number  blocks  of  12  and  8,  and  the  24c  likewise  in  plate  number 
blocks  of  6 and  12.  There  were  right  and  left  plate  number  blocks  of  12  of  the  30c  and 
90c  on  India  paper.  The  30c  black  was  shown  in  a block  of  four  on  India  paper  and 
singles  on  stamp  paper,  and  a very  rare  large  die  proof.  There  w^ere  ic,  5c,  24c  and  90c 
trial  colors  on  stamp  paper  apparently  complete. 

Julian  F.  Gros,  First  Award,  for  Revenues. 

Mr.  Gros  won  the  Brazer  Trophy  II  wuth  different  exhibits  in  1947  and  1948. 

The  outstanding  piece  in  this  display  of  3 frames,  48  pages,  was  the  $5,000  proof, 
w’hich  as  the  highest  value  stamp  ever  authorized,  was  the  center  of  attraction,  having 
been  photographed  in  a view  of  the  frame  and  published  in  the  local  newspapers.  This 
collection  is  beautifully  mounted  and  lettered  with  pertinent  information.  It  included 
also  the  $200  First  Issue  eagle  essay  and  plate  essays  for  the  Second  Issue  loc,  $3.50,  $5 
and  $25,  each  in  several  colors,  incomplete  panes  of  8 of  the  plate  essays  in  blue  wuth  coats 
of  arms  of  three  original  states.  There  were  also  many  trial  color  small  die  proofs  in 
bi-colors.  The  plate  proofs  on  India  paper  and  on  card,  including  the  trial  colors,  were 
practically  complete,  including  the  rare  $i  Passage  Ticket  and  60c  Third  Issue  wdth  in- 
verted center,  both  on  cardboard. 

Solomon  Altmann,  Second  Award. 

I'his  display  of  4 frames,  64  pages,  included  an  interesting  selection  of  the  1845  to 
1882  postage  issue  essays  and  proofs.  There  were  die  essays  in  several  colors  and  plate 
essays  in  complete  sheets.  The  proofs  included  normal  and  trial  color  plate  proofs  on 
India  paper  and  on  card,  some  of  which  were  experimental  processes.  The  1 861-6  issue 
had  a complete  set  of  large  die  proofs,  and  plate  proofs  of  the  premieres  gravures  and 
regular  issue,  also  the  rare  1915  printing  set  of  small  die  proofs  and  sets  of  the  Atlanta 
trial  color  proofs.  The  1870,  1873,  1882  and  1887  issues  w^ere  displayed  one  value  to  a 
page  with  large  die  proofs,  and  plate  proofs  in  normal  color  and  blocks  of  4.  There  W'ere 
large  die  sunk  proofs  of  the  1875  issue.  Also  showm  w^ere  the  1915  rare  printing  set  of 
1882-83  issues  small  die  proofs. 

John  Mcui’cr,  Second  Award. 

I'his  display  of  2 frames,  32  pages  of  U.  S.  Postal  Stationery  Essays  and  Proofs 
included  early  cut  square  envelope  essays,  proofs  and  entire  envelopes  in  trial  colors, 
including  wrappers  and  letter  sheets.  There  w'ere  also  large  die  proofs  in  normal  colors 
of  the  1874  issues.  Outstanding  proofs  showm  were  the  1876  Centennial  entire 

envelopes  in  six  trial  colors. 

Other  exhibits  in  Group  4,  Section  i (which  contained  28  exhibits,  mostly  of  stamps 
and  covers)  included  proofs.  J.  C.  Fleckstein  showing  the  1851-57  ic  won  a hirst  Award, 
and  B.  H.  Handy  a First  Aw^ard  for  1861  3c,  containing  essays  and  proofs.  Frank  . 
Rosell  obtained  a Second  Award  for  U.  S.  Carriers  and  Locals  excluding  proofs,  and 
Donald  Steele’s  fine  exhibit  won  the  H.  E.  Harris  Award  for  General  Excellence,  but 
both  omitted  their  good  collections  of  proofs. 
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Foreign  Essays  and  Proofs,  Gronp  4,  Sections  2 and  3 

Hobei’t  P.  Hackett,  First  AAvard  and  Smeltzei*  Cup  for  11)49. 

For  6 frames,  96  pages  of  British  North  America — Canada  1851-1897,  New  Bruns- 
wick 1851-1860,  Newfoundland  1851-1870  and  Nova  Scotia  1851-1860, 

This  selection  included  the  Bradbury-Wilkinson  Co.  1851  essays  of  the  ip  Victoria  in 
9 colors,  the  ip  Colony  of  Canada  (Fleming)  in  2 colors  and  the  6p  Centurian  in  2 colors. 
The  3p  beaver  was  shown  in  a block  of  20  and  a block  of  4;  the  6p  with  specimen  over- 
print in  different  color  blocks  of  4 and  6.  The  I2p  was  displayed  in  blocks  of  4 on  India 
paper  without  overprint  and  with  specimen  overprint,  also  by  “scar”  die  proofs  in  6 
colors  including  brown  and  blue,  each  with  the  loc  on  the  same  die  proof.  The  F2P,  ip 
and  lOp  were  displayed  in  many  colors,  including  the  lOp  in  blocks  of  4 in  blue,  and  in 
black,  and  some  rare  singles  in  green  on  stamp  paper  perforated  and  gummed.  On  these 
pages  were  shown  the  rare  Goodall  trial  color  die  proofs  in  5 colors  of  the  I2p  die  essay 
of  the  vignette  and  5 colors  of  the  completed  die  proof,  also  the  Goodall  5 color  die  proofs 
of  ic,  5c,  IOC,  12F2C,  i73^c  and  2c  complete. 

Perhaps  some  of  the  greatest  rarities  shown  were  the  1868  large  Queen  and  1870 
small  Queen  trial  color  die  proofs  of  all  values,  as  well  as  die  essays  of  the  F2C,  ic  and 
I2p2c  and  15c  designs  not  issued.  The  1897  Jubilee  set  was  complete  in  pairs  on  India 
paper  and  in  singles  on  card  in  two  shades  each,  heretofore  not  recognized. 

The  New  Brunswick  display  included  an  1851  die  essay  for  the  is  as  well  as  block  of 
4 of  the  plate  proof,  both  in  black.  There  were  also  the  complete  Goodall  trial  color  die 
proofs  in  five  colors  of  the  i860  5c,  loc,  12F2C,  and  17c,  and  a grand  lot  of  16  different 
rare  trial  color  proofs  perforated  and  gummed.  The  5c  Connell,  essay  because  not  issued, 
was  exhibited  in  trial  color  die  essays  in  several  colors,  and  a plate  essay  in  normal  color 
on  stamp  paper  imperforate. 

Newfoundland  was  represented  by  the  1857  set  of  trial  color  defaced  die  essays  each 
in  three  colors.  There  were  also  the  1866  issue  Goodall  trial  color  die  proofs  in  five  colors 
of  the  2c,  5c,  IOC,  12c,  13c  and  24c,  and  1871  3c,  6c  and  ic  by  the  American  Bank  Note  Co. 
The  latter  design  was  also  shown  in  many  trial  color  blocks  of  4 on  India  paper  and  large 
die  sunk  trial  color  proofs  in  two  shades  of  black. 

Nova  Scotia’s  display  included  the  1851  set  of  4 values  of  the  1891  printings  on  stamp 
paper  in  blocks  of  4 each  in  two  shades  not  heretofore  noted.  The  i860  issue  was  shown 
with  all  values  in  the  five  Goodall  trial  color  die  proofs  and  also  in  black  die  proofs,  and 
all  known  trial  color  plate  proofs  of  all  values  in  blocks  of  4,  including  the  different  types 
of  SPECIMEN  overprint. 

Joseph  Mandos,  Second  Award  and  Joel  E.  Haneell  Award. 

Guatemala  1924  Issue,  2 frames,  32  pages.  This  small  but  choice  exhibit  of  only 
three  designs  was  probably  the  most  educational  display  of  how  a stamp  is  engraved.  It 
was  excellently  lettered  and  explained.  Of  the  2.50P  there  was  the  artist’s  model  essay 
design  for  the  frame  wfith  an  exceptional  lot  of  14  progress  die  essays  showing  four  states 
of  the  die  engraving,  trial  color*  and  normal  color  die  proofs  and  a block  of  four  plate 
proofs  in  accepted  color,  mint  and  used  stamps,  an  official  overprint,  and  the  stamp  on 
cover,  thus  completing  this  story.  The  ip  was  also  displayed  in  five  states  of  engraving  the 
die,  two  completed  trial  color  die  proofs,  normal  color  die  proof  and  a block  of  four  plate 
proof  in  a trial  color.  The  i.25p  was  displayed  by  the  artist’s  sketch  essay  for  the  frame 
with  13  progress  die  essays  and  final  die  proof. 

Robert  W.  Scherer,  First  Award  and  Bell  Telephone  Go.  of  N.  E.  Award. 

Iceland  1930  Issue,  6 frames,  96  pages.  This  was  an  outstanding  exhibit  of  original 
research  to  establish  errors  and  varieties  not  before  discovered,  by  a study  of  proofs.  It 
w’as  runner  up  for  the  Grand  Prize.

Your  committee  has  the  pleasure  of  announcing  its  decision  on  the  best  articles  that 
have  appeared  in  Essay  Proof  Journals  19,  20,  21,  and  22. 

Your  committee  regrets  to  observe  that  there  has  been  a falling  off  in  the  number  of 
new  contributors,  which  not  only  has  made  the  decision  of  the  committee  more  difficult,  but 
throws  too  great  a burden  on  the  editor  in  his  efforts  to  produce  a well  rounded  magazine.

The  Australian  Stamp  Monthly,  July  i,  1949,  contains  a three  page  announcement  of 
the  important  Australian  National  Philatelic  Exhibition  to  be  held  sometime  after  Sep- 
tember 25,  1950,  w'ith  entries  closing  June  30.  We  have  carefully  searched  this  article, 
as  w'ell  as  a follow'ing  one  in  August  i issue  of  this  magazine,  but  have  failed  to  find 
either  the  place,  or  the  date,  of  this  Exhibition.  A photo. of  the  Council  in  charge  of  the 
Exhibition  was  taken  at  the  stamp  Centre  in  Melbourne.  L.  Van  Straten  is  Chairman 
of  the  Display  Committee.  The  Rules  and  Regulations  are  published  in  full,  and  also  the 
extensively  detailed  Classification  of  Exhibits,  w'hich  is  divided  into  at  least  15  Classes, 
some  of  which  contain  as  many  as  six  Divisions,  and  some  of  these  are  divided  into  six 
Sub  Divisions  and  again  up  to  six  Sections!  There  should  be  a very  large  panel  of  Judges 
W'ith  knowledge  of  so  many  sectional  exhibits.  Essays  and  Proofs  not  otherwise  provided 
for  may  be  entered  in  Class  XIV.  Aw'ards  for  Annotation,  in  Class  XIV,  are  divided 
into  tw'o  Sections,  a.  for  the  best  arranged  and  annotated  collections,  and  b.  for  the  best 
arranged  and  annotated  collections,  the  entire  w'ork  of  the  exhibitor.  Philatelic  Literature, 
Class  XI,  excludes  entries  but  awards  will  be  made  to  authors  of  hooks  or  monographs 
on  Australian  stamps,  and  to  Australian  authors  of  monographs  on  any  philatelic  subject, 
and  to  Australian  philatelic  periodicals  published  since  1938.

May  16,  1949  Idea  The  Weak  Copy 

The  United  States  Post  Office  Department  during  the  past  twenty  years  has  issued 
many  good,  but  also  many  clumsy  and  poorly  designed,  postage  stamps.  Incompetence  in 
design  is  evident  in  the  stamp  released  for  the  1949  October  7,  15  cents  Air  Mail  stamp 
to  commemorate  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  The  Universal  Postal  Union.  The 
fundamental  balance  about  the  climax  is  good,  but  the  fluttering  birds  clutter  its  simplicity. 

The  general  subject  idea  of  the  world  encircled  with  swift  flying  doves  bearing 
epistles  of  peace  is  fine  and  susceptible  of  a beautiful  design,  but  the  artist  was  not  equal 
to  finishing  the  task.  These  doves  wings  indicate  that  they  are  flying  slowly.  To  land  in 
the  stratosphere?  The  birds  are  too  large  and  too  much  out  of  scale  with  the  globe.  If 
the  doves  had  been  much  smaller  wfith  wings  trailing  as  in  speed,  and  a flock  kept  within 
a well  defined  conventionalized  oval,  similar  to  pictures  of  the  planet  Saturn  with  its  rings, 
the  effect  of  air  speed  would  have  been  far  better  and  the  oval  ring  would  have  artisti- 
cally fitted  and  filled  the  space  available.  The  depiction  of  the  unshaded  earth  as  a 
sphere  is  very  amateurish,  with  prominence  given  to  darkest  Africa,  and  America  only 
partly  shown  on  the  side.  The  awkward  block  lettering  is  most  crudely  designed  and 
drawn.  There  is  an  entire  absence  of  color  contrast,  with  the  darkest  background  at  the 
top  that  may  lead  to  placing  the  stamp  in  distress  upside  down  on  the  envelope.  When, 
oh  when,  will  only  competent  artists  be  employed  J:o  show  our  artistic  culture  to  the 
world?  The  engraver  improved  the  artist’s  design  by  adding  shading  at  the  top. 

The  responsibility  for  well  designed  stamps  rests  upon  the  Postmaster  General 
officially  in  charge  of  postage  stamps.  If  the  designs  submitted  him  for  approval  are 
not  artistic  they  should  not  be  approved.  If  be  has  not  the  artistic  taste  to  judge 
the  designs,  then  he  should  engage  professional  talent  of  the  highest  ability  to  advise 
him.  Again  we  urge  that  the  Commission  of  Fine  Arts  approve  all  stamp  designs.  In 
1870  we  had  a Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General,  Terrell,  who  had  pride  in  the  stamps 
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he  issued.  He  wrote  to  the  designers,  “It  is  nevertheless  true,  that  by  many  persons  of 
education  and  taste  the  good  fame  of  great  nations,  as  relates  to  the  arts,  rests  upon  such 
small  things  as  postage  stamps  ” {^)  The  artistic  “good  fame”  of  the  United  States  is  now 
in  jeopardy. 

From  newspaper  reports,  the  designs  essayed  for  the  lO  cents  air  stamp  with  P.  M.  G. 
Montgomery  Blair,  and  15  cents  air  stamp  with  a post  rider  on  a horse,  were  such  inap- 
propriate subjects  for  air  mail  stamps  that  they  were  abandoned,  and  this  poor  design 
originally  essayed  for  the  25  cents  stamp  was  substituted  for  the  15  cents  stamp.  All 
three  should  have  been  rejected.  In  Canada  we  understand  the  present  cultured  offi- 
cials refused  to  Issue  a design  that  had  progressed  far  toward  completion,  even  though 
the  appearance  of  an  acceptable  design  was  delayed  by  months. 


Weekly  Philatelic  Gossip  for  September  10  and  17,  1949,  in  Harry  Weiss’  “Inside 
Straight”  column,  has  many  kind  words  for  the  Essay  Proof  Journal  and  Sol  Glass’ 
“U.  S.  XX  Century  Essay  Designs”  that  appeared  in  the  July  Journal,  No.  23.  His 
stories  of  the  Frigate  Constitution  and  Everglades  National  Park  essays  quote  the  data 
given  by  Mr.  Glass,  and  illustrate  the  essays  from  cuts  loaned  by  our  Society.  We  have 
recently  been  told  that  the  Constitution  vertical  essay  951 E-B  and  horizontal  essay 
951E-A  each  depict  a painting  by  Gordon  Grant  that  hung  upon  the  wall  of  President 
F.  D.  Roosevelt’s  office  in  the  White  House.  One  of  these  photos  must  have  been  re- 
touched. We  have  also  more  recently  seen  a small  Currier,  of  Currier  and  Ives,  lithograph 
of  a side  view  of  the  Constitution  closely  resembling  the  accepted  design,  of  course  without 
the  guns  at  the  sides.  We  understand,  and  can  appreciate  the  reasons  why,  the  Bureau 
designers  do  not  want  known  who  made  the  rejected  designs,  but  this  should  not  apply 
to  the  subjects  used. 


Nevis  Proofs

Extracts  quoted  from  London  Philatelist,  December  31,  1931,  p.  266. 

A Paper  Read  before  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society,  December  10,  1931. 

In  1867  there  existed  proofs  of  the  Nevis  1861  die,  before  it  was  finally  approved  or 
finished  In  its  present  state,  which  “are  of  the  highest  rarity.”  “I  am  however,  showing 
you  a specimen  in  black  on  thin  paper  of  the  unfinished  plate,  it  is  No.  9.  His  Majesty 
the  King  possesses  a similar  copy.  No.  6 on  the  plate  which  is  on  card.  You  will  notice 
that  the  stars  are  incomplete.” — “According  to  the  Society’s  work  ‘Proofs’  of  all  values 
exist  on  thick  white  card,  in  black,  purple,  ultramarine,  blue-green,  carmine,  orange,  and 
dark  blue.” — “Dr.  Mackenzie  in  the  Stamp  News  Annual,  1893,  says  that  ‘proofs  of  all 
the  values  of  the  1861  issue  exist  on  thick  white  card  and  also  on  thin  wove  paper.’  ” 

“I  am  showing  you  most  of  the  proofs  mentioned,  several  in  complete  sheets,  and 
would  like  to  thank  our  President  for  the  loan  of  two  interesting  items  for  my  display 
this  evening,  viz.  6d  deep  slate  on  card,  and  the  id  deep  rose  partly  overprinted  in  blue 
with  ‘Specimen’  and  ‘Nissen  & Parker.’  The  qd,  6d  and  is  exist  In  the  Royal  collection. 
^'he  latter  similarly  overprinted  in  complete  panes,  are  mentioned  by  E.  L.  Pemberton  in 
his  manuscript  diary,  now  In  the  possession  of  the  Society,  before  1878,  the  year  of  his 
death.”

“I  should  like  to  thank  Commander  John  M.  Heath  for  the  care  and  attention  he 
personally  took  over  the  matter.  He  agreed  with  me  that  the  plates,  by  their  appearance, 
had  not  been  made  use  of  for  some  time.” 

“I  now  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  four  plates  to  the  Royal  Philatelic 
Society,  London.”  “I  also  present  to  the  Society:

Josepli  Allison  SteiniMetz,  1870*^1928 

He  was  born  in  Philadelphia  in  March,  1870,  and  died  in  Philadelphia  in  1928.  He 
became  a Mechanical  Engineer  much  interested  in  aviation  and  formed  one  of  the  finest 
historical  collections  of  U.  S.  Essays,  Proofs,  Stamps,  Air  Mail  stamps  of  the  world,  as 
well  as  a general  collection.  He  was  a member  of  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society  of  Great 
Britain  and  of  the  Aero  Philatelic  Society  of  America.  He  had  begun  collecting  stamps 
when  a boy. 

At  the  New  York  International  Philatelic  Exhibition  in  1913,  he  exhibited  “an  hun- 
dred or  so  graphic  pages  selected  at  random  from  a wonderful  collection,”  and  had  privately 
printed  and  distributed  a fifty-six  page  booklet  entitled  “Steinmetz  Miscellany.”  This 
booklet  described  his  exhibit  in  detail  and  also  contained  fourteen  pages  of  copies  of  Gov- 
ernment correspondence  wfith  the  manufacturers  of  the  early  issues  of  U.  S.  postage  stamps 
from  1851  to  i860  which  has  preserved  for  philately  invaluable  information  as  to  the  pro- 
duction of  our  early  essays,  proofs  and  stamps. 

H is  collection  was  arranged  in  historical  order  and  interspersed  with  letters  and 
official  documents,  private  correspondence  and  printed  extracts  pertaining  to  various  issues 
up  until  the  time  of  his  death.  He  w^as  closely  acquainted  wfith  Arthur  M.  Travers  of 
Detroit,  chief  clerk  to  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General  from  1903,  who  was 
himself  Acting  Third  Assistant  for  about  a year  previous  to  being  dismissed  on  March  6, 
1911.  Through  him,  Steinmetz  had  the  opportunity  to  copy  much  of  the  government  cor- 
respondence, which  most  unfortunately  was  later  destroyed  without  being  published.  Had 
this  material  remained  available  much  history  that  is  now  only  surmised,  and  some  that  is 
not  even  guessed  at,  would  clear  up  most  desirable  information  as  to  many  of  the  early 
essays  and  proofs  about  which  we  know  little. 

It  has,  however,  been  the  author’s  good  fortune  to  obtain  some  of  these  items  from 
the  Steinmetz  collection  which  was  sold  by  Eugene  Klein  of  Philadelphia  in  a series  of 
sales  from  Alarch  21,  1929  to  April  22,  1931.  The  U.  S.  essays  and  proofs,  which  have 
been  all  arranged  amongst  his  stamps  in  historical  sequence,  were  sold  in  iMarch  and 
included  essays  from  1857  to  1882,  including  important  copies  of  letters  from  some  of  the 
Patentees  and  also  copies  of  letters  from  the  Bank  Note  Companies  submitted  with  essays 
which  are  now  in  the  Brazer  collection.  There  were  proofs  dating  from  the  1845  New 
York’s  including  four  of  the  i860  thirty  cent  blacks,  a number  of  large  die  proofs,  the 
1901  Pan-Americans,  and  Dues,  New'spapers,  Officials,  proofs,  plate  proofs  on  India  paper, 
and  cardboard  including  the  four  1869  inverts  and  many  trial  colors  and  other  oddities.

Subsequent  to  the  appearance  of  the  various  installments  of  this  monograph  over  a 
period  of  four  years,  additional  essays  and  proofs  as  well  as  further  factual  data  have 
become  available  to  the  author.  The  additional  knowledge  thus  acquired  permits  further 
deductions  in  our  conjecture  and  in  some  instances  clears  up  previously  clouded  conclusions. 

The  purpose  of  these  addenda,  therefore,  is  to  add  the  additional  knowledge  to  this 
monograph,  and  to  discuss  those  items  which  were  deferred  purposely  in  the  original  text 
in  order  that  items  about  which  information  of  peculiar  interest  to  essay-proof  students 
could  more  quickly  be  made  available  to  our  readers. 

The  sequence  and  arrangement  follow  the  same  plan  that  was  used  in  the  original 
text.  Frequent  references  facilitate  associating  the  original  text  and  the  addenda. 

Due  to  limited  available  data  in  some  instances,  the  author  resorts  to  cryptic  state- 
ments, as  any  elaboration  would  serve  no  useful  purpose.  However,  every  effort  has  been 
put  forth  to  make  this  monograph  as  complete  as  possible  from  the  viewpoint  of  the 
essay  proof  student. 


In  the  original  text  it  was  stated  that  the  Esslinger  essays  (Fig.  3,  Journal  No,  7, 
Page  141)  are  “practically  the  same  as  the  issued  stamps.”  The  inference  was  that  these 
essays  served  as  models  in  the  preparation  of  the  original  lithograph  matrices  from  which 
the  lOO-subject  stones  were  processed.  This  evidently  is  the  case,  as  the  design  of  the 
definitive  Zurich  stamp  is  attributed  to  Esslinger  and  Co.,  of  Zurich. 

For  many  years  certain  spurious  items,  bearing  some  resemblance  to  the  Zurich 
stamps,  have  been  considered  as  counterfeits  of  the  stamps.  ^In  view  of  their  resemblance 
to  known  essays,  and  differing  from  the  definitive  stamps  in  one  important  design  feature, 
these  should  he  classified  as  counterfeits  of  essays^  notwithstanding  the  probable  intent  of 
the  counterfeiter.  Reference  is  made  to  those  counterfeits  which  have  numerals  in  the 
corner  squares.  Any  essays  that  differ  from  those  illustrated  in  this  monograph  (Journal 
No.  7,  Page  141)  should  be  looked  upon  with  suspicion. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Royal  Philatelic  Society,  London,  held  on  November  6,  1947, 
Fred.  Aitchison,  speaker  of  the  evening,  exhibited  a copy  of  the  5 Centimes  Geneva  Large 
Eagle  printed  in  black  on  white  paper.  Unless  this  is  the  copy  formerly  held  in  the 
Schroeder  collection,  we  now  can  record  two  known  copies  of  this  great  rarity. 

Mr.  Aitchison  also  exhibited  a copy  of  the  Neuchatel  essay.  Certain  characteristics 
of  this  copy  point  to  the  possibility  that  it  was  cut  from  the  lOO-subject  sheet  recorded  by 
Zumstein,  (“^ ) and  mentioned  in  this  monograph  (Journal  No.  7,  Page  145). 

Federal  Post 

For  the  information  of  readers  who  have  occasion  to  refer  to  the  Zumstein  Hand- 
book, (■*)  he  it  noted  that  Figure  10  on  page  285  of  that  work  is  in  error  and  Zumstein 
advises  that  it  should  he  deleted.  This  design  based  on  the  Rayon  composition  is  one  of 
a number  of  stamp  imitations  that  were  used  to  embellish  the  front  page  of  a piece  of 
sheet  music  entitled  The  Stamp  Galop.  This  sheet  of  music  is  illustrated  in  the  Four- 
teenth American  Philatelic  Congress  Book.(''’^) 
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Strulbeli  1854*^62 

What  may  be  a new  discovery  among  the  Strubeli  proofs  is  a lO  Rappen  yellow  trial 
color  with  red  thread  placed  vertically,  such  as  is  found  in  the  early  Bavarian  stamps. 
As  the  normal  lay  of  the  thread  in  the  Strubeli  is  horizontal,  it  is  reasonable  to  believe 
this  new  discovery  ‘ is  not  the  one  listed  by  Zumstein,  (■^)  as  such  deviation  from  the 
normal  undoubtedly  would  have  been  noted  by  the  compiler  of  the  Zumstein  Handbook. 
, Lack  of  sharpness  in  the  printing  is  due  mainly  to  the  thick  paper;  the  lay  of  the 
thread  poses  a problem.  Perhaps  this  proof  was  pulled  in  the  shop  of  the  University 
Press  where  the  printers  were  accustomed  to  printing  Bavarian  stamps  on  vertical  thread 
paper.  On  the  other  hand  it  may  be  a product  of  the  Bern  Mint  and  simply  an  over- 
sight in  placing  the  paper  in  the  printing  press.  Further  research  will  be  required  to  find 
the  true  facts. 


The  Perforated  Helvetia  design  provides  the  greatest  variety  of  proofs  of  any  Swiss 
issue.  As  mentioned  in  the  original  text,  this  resulted  from  extensive  laboratory  tests 
made  in  an  effort  to  discover  a canceling  ink  and  stamp  printing  inks  that  would  resist 
cleaning  the  stamps  and  prevent  their  reuse  for  postage. 

The  author  has  been  privileged  to  examine  a large  collection  of  these,  not  only  in 
singles  but  also  in  multiples,  including  the  very  rare  fifty-subject  block  of  the  5 Centimes 
gold. 

Items  in  this  collection  permit  a greater  color  division  in  the  basic  color  groups  than 
would  have  been  possible  otherwise.  The  catalog,  to  appear  later  in  this  Journal,  thus 
will  be  greatly  enriched.

Zumstein  Europa  Katalog  1950 — Published  by  Zumstein  & Co.,  Rue  du  Marche  50,  Bern,  Switzerland; 
price,  12  Swiss  Francs  (approximately  $3.00  U.  S.  A.) 

The  33rd  Edition  of  this  world  renowned  catalog  has  now  been  published.  Included 
are  all  the  known  stamps  of  Europe,  Offices  Abroad  and  the  former  German  Colonies. 
Altho  the  text  is  in  German,  its  20,600  illustrations  and  clear  arrangement  make  its  use 
quite  simple  for  those  unfamiliar  with  that  language.  Its  limited  size  is  a strong  recom- 
mendation for  its  use  by  those  collectors  whose  interests  lie  within  the  scope  of  this  catalog. 

Unfortunately  essays  and  proofs,  except  the  Basel  Dove,  are  not  included.  In  view 
of  their  growing  popularity,  it  is  suggested  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  desirability 
of  including  this  category  at  an  early  date. 


Joiilbert  the  leconiparable

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Cuba  Insurrection  Essays, 
1873  and  1896

In  Journal  No.  23,  page  184  in  the  report  of  the  New  York  Chapter  meeting  of 
June  8,  1949,  there  was  a paragraph  referring  to  Elliott  Perry’s  showing  of  the  Kendall 
Bank  Note  Co.  essays  for  Cuba  revolutionist  stamps  of  1896.  Air.  Perry  kindly  elaborates 
on  that  short  paragraph,  in  a letter  from  which  we  quote,  as  a matter  of  record.

“As  early  as  1894  ^nd  as  late  as  1915  (but  not  in  1919  or  later)  the  Scott  Catalog 
listed  at  the  end  of  the  Cuba  section  a loc  green  stamp,  perforated  12,  with  date  ‘1873/ 
under  ‘Republic  of  Cuba.’  The  price  was  50c  unused,  no  price  used.  I think  this  stamp 
was  issued  in  connection  with  an  insurrection,  but  have  no  definite  data. 

“I  came  to  New  York  in  1912,  had  a job  on  14th  Street  west  of  6th  Avenue  and 
lived  on  13th  Street  almost  directly  back  of  the  place  where  I worked.  I frequently  used 
the  6th  Avenue  elevated,  and  must  have  seen  many  times  the  funny  old  building  on  the 
west  side  of  6th  Avenue  south  of  Jefferson  Alarket  [that  was  occupied  by  the  Kendall 
Bank  Note  Co.]  I have  no  way  of  fixing  the  date  when  Air.  Kendall  gave  me  [the  blocks 
of  four  of  each  of  four  values  of  their  essays,]  more  closely  than  that  it  must  have  been 
between  1912  and  about  1916,  and  certainly  before  1920. 

“Not  long  prior  to  the  1898  U.  S. — Spanish  War,  and  while  I was  at  school  in  Phila- 
delphia, a set  of  four  ‘stamps’  was  issued  to  raise  funds  for  the  Cuban  Junta — the  insur- 
rectionaries.  At  least  that  was  the  story.  These  stamps  imitate  the  design  of  the  loc 
green  of  1873,  but  do  not  copy  it  exactly.  In  the  1896  (?)  issue  CORREOS  is  in  taller 
and  thinner  letters  and  there  are  no  numerals  in  the  upper  corners.  I had  seen  these 
stamps  about  twenty  years  before  I knew  who  made  them,  or  met  Kendall.

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“The  values  are  2c  brown,  5c  blue,  loc  reddish,  25c  green.  The  2c  has  a grayish 
appearance  and  the  lOc  might  be  called  orange-brown.  It  is  similar  in  color  to  the  U.  S. 
30c  of  1888. 

“As  the  blocks  of  four  on  cardboard  were  cut  from  larger  pieces  I am  inclined  to 
think  that  the  sheets  probably  were  100  subjects  loxio,  but  have  no  definite  knowledge. 
Scott  has  never  listed  this  set  of  four  values  and  I never  heard  of  any  of  them  having 
done  postal  duty.  So  far  as  I know  the  insurrectos  of  1896-97  did  not  operate  a postal 
service.”

Karl  Burroughs,  E.  P.  S.  No.  9,  a Charter  Member,  died,  at  his  home  in  Watertown, 
Mass,  on  August  12,  1949.  He  was  a great  Philatelist  and  student  as  was  evident  from 
his  monographs  “Four  Re-entered  Plates  of  the  U.  S.  1861-66  Issues”  published  in  Essay 
Proof  Journal  No.  i page  3,  w’hich  was  awarded  the  President’s  Cup  for  the  best  article 
in  the  first  volume  of  this  Journal,  and  by  his  monograph  on  the  “Five  Cents,  1847,  Plate 
Proofs”  published  in  Essay  Proof  Journal  No.  14,  page  77.  This  study  established  his 
location  of  over  fifty  plate  positions  of  these  stamps,  more  than  located  by  anyone  up  to 
that  time.  Another  contribution  to  Journal  No.  15,  page  183,  was  “Grilled  Essays  of 
the  U.  S.  1870  Issue.”  He  will  he  greatly  missed. 


Reports  of  Chapter-  Meetings 


New  York  Ckapter  No,  1 

Julian  F.  Gros,  Chairman  Andrew  P.  Rasmussen,  Secretary 

Meeting  of  July  13,  1949,  at  the  Collectors  Club.  Members  present:  Altmann,  Blanchard,  Brazer, 
Esternaux,  Gros,  IVIeurer,  Mott,  Rasmussen,  \^anderbilt,  Womack  ; visiters,  Gordon  W.  Colket,  Dan  Hopping. 

Chairman  Gros  opened  the  meeting  with  some  remarks  on  the  coming  Essay  Proof  Society  Convention 
scheduled  for  Boston  in  August. 

The  first  exhibitor,  Solomon  /Mtmann,  showed  a beautiful  volume  of  U.  S.  Revenue  Essays  and  Proofs, 
including  the  private  proprietaries  in  singles,  blocks  and  strips,  die  proofs,  plate  proofs  and  numerous  trial 
colors.  This  collection  included  only  material  which  had  not  been  previously  exhibited. 

Julian  Blanchard,  our  second  exhibitor,  showed  an  interesting  group  of  notes,  book  engravings  and  stamps 
relating  to  Pulaski,  and  the  original  copper  plate,  engraved  or  etched  by  H.  B.  Hall  in  1871  from  which 
the  print  forming  the  subject  of  the  U.  S.  I’ulaski  stamp  was  printed.  Dr.  Blanchard  then  showed  two 
magnificent  volumes  of  bank  notes  and  matching  vignettes,  one  of  state  bank  issues  and  the  other  containing 
U.  S.  Government  notes. 
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Gordon  W.  Colket,  a visitor  and  prospective  member,  showed  two  original  wash  drawings  by  Longacre, 
with  the  notes  on  which  they  were  afterwards  engraved. 

Julian  Gros  showed  a fine  volume  consisting  of  1908  small  die  proofs,  die  proofs  of  Registration  Stamp 
or  seal,  and  a set  of  Atlanta  color  trials  of  the  newspaper  and  periodical  stamps  in  five  colors,  and  a set  of 
large  die  proofs  of  these  stamps.  Mr.  Gios  showed  a paper  covering  his  research  on  the  Goddesses  and 
emblematic  figures  on  these  issues,  on  which  he  talked  briefly. 

Clarence  Brazer  showed  an  album  of  essays  and  proofs  not  previously  exhibited  containing  die  and 
plate  proofs,  many  unique,  of  the  special  service  stamps.  I'hcre  were  special  delivery  issues,  parcel  post, 
special  handling,  postal  savings,  registration  and  official  seals.  Alany  of  the  large  die  proofs  were  signed 
by  the  Postmaster  General  at  the  time  of  issue.  He  also  showed  a beautiful  lot  of  Telegraph  and  Revenue 
stamp  essays  and  proofs. 

John  Aleurer  showed  portions  of  an  unusual  and  huge  collection  of  foreign  cut  square  envelopes  and 
post  cards.

Mr.  Womack  presented  a few  pages  from  his  U.  S.  Essay  and  Proof  collection  for  criticism  in  con- 
nection with  method  of  arrangement,  lettering,  etc.,  and  comments  were  made  by  members  present,  of 

interest  to  all,  as  to  the  proper  methods  of  mounting,  lettering  and  display  of  a collection  of  essays  and 

proofs.  Dr.  Brazer  furnished  some  interesting  information  regarding  a properly  balanced  page. 

Sol  Altmann  showed  portions  of  his  collection  of  U.  S.  essays  and  proofs  which  was  to  be  sent  to 

Boston,  iVIass.,  for  the  A.  P.  S.  Exhibition.  Volume  I showed  a representative  group  of  various  essays. 
\'olume  II  consisted  of  proofs  of  issued  stamps.  Outstanding  was  his  specialised  collection  of  die  and  plate 
proofs  of  the  1870  classics. 

John  iVIeurer  showed  his  collection  of  U.  S.  envelope  essays  and  proofs  which  was  to  be  exhibited  at 
the  Boston  show.  He  also  brought  along  a beautiful  collection  of  compound  envelopes  of  Great  Britain  and 
Colonies.  , 

In  spite  of  the  terrific  heat  of  the  season,  all  members  who  attended  had  a very  profitable  evening.

Chairman  Gros  furnished  details  regarding  the  postponed  Society  Convention  to  be  held  at  the  Col- 
lectors Club  on  September  24,  1949,  with  the  accompanying  exhibition.  A dinner  at  the  Collingwood 
Hotel  at  6:30  P.  M.  following  the  exhibition  was  also  announced.  Mr.  Gros  read  a letter  from  John 
Britt  extending  an  invitation  to  E.  P.  Society  members  to  visit  the  Collectors  Club  on  September  22,  at 
which  time  an  exhibit  of  his  Air  Alail  essays  and  proofs  was  to  be  shown.  Mr.  Gros  also  mentioned  the 
possibility  of  inviting  Lt.  Sherer  to  exhibit  his  recent  A.  P.  S.  Exhibition  prize  w'inning  collection  of 
Iceland  essays  and  proofs  at  one  of  our  future  m.eetings. 

Mr.  Hopping  exhibited  some  interesting  bank  note  items. 

Gordon  Colkett  showed  prints  of  early  Philadelphia  bank  buildings,  and  an  etching  by  MeWherter  of 
“The  \*anguard,”  or  “Cattle  in  a Storm,”  reproduced  on  the  $i  Trans-Mississippi  stamp. 

Julian  Gros  displayed  his  revenue  collection  which  had  won  a first  award  at  the  A.  P.  S.  Exhibition 
in  Boston.  He  had  complete  card  and  India  paper  proofs  as  well  as  numerous  trial  colors  and  paper 
experiments.  Outstanding  were  several  $200  eagle  essays,  original  bicolor  model  essays  with  mounted 
vignettes,  essays  with  coats  of  arms  of  the  original  colonies  (some  jn  complete  sheets),  and  to  top  it  all 
the  extremely  rare  $3,000  proof.  There  were  also  several  rare  inverts  of  the  bicolors  throughout,  and 
frames  printed  alone. 

Dr.  Blanchard  showed  a copy  of  the  2nd  edition  of  Limpert's  book  on  United  States  Paper  Money,  Old 
Series,  1861-1923,  recently  published.  He  also  showed  an  interesting  specimen  of  miniature  engraving, 
this  being  Lincoln’s  Emancipation  Proclamation  lettered  by  McClees.

Tulsa  Chapter  No.  5 met  at  the  home  of  D.  O.  Barrett,  S53i  S.  Peoria  Ave.,  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  at 
7:30  I’.  M.,  September  2,  1949.  It  was  the  loth  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Chapter. 

The  following  members  were  present:  D.  O.  Barrett,  Hazel  Coombs,  Constance  Eirich,  Glenn  R.  V. 
Griffith,  G.  C.  Nordstrom,  all  of  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  and  C.  R.  Ross,  Okmulgee,  Okla.  Guests  present, 
including  our  speaker  of  the  evening,  brought  the  attendance  to  ii. 

The  minutes  of  the  June  1949  meeting  were  read  and  approved.  Mr.  Nordstrom  presented  the  name 
of  A.  ]\I.  McIntosh,  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  as  a possible  member.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  him  a 
letter  of  invitation  to  our  December  meeting,  to  be  held  December  2,  1949,  at  the  home  of  Constance  Eirich. 

The  chairman  introduced  our  speaker,  Mr.  Dewey  Wilson,  a machine  engraver  with  the  Scott-Rice 
Engraving  Co.,  Tulsa,  Oklahoma.  Air.  Wilson  explained  and  demonstrated  the  l^antagraph  process  of 
machine  engraving.  He  explained  that  pressed  steel  plates  are  used  for  letter  heads  and  envelopes  and 
cold  rolled  steel  plates  for  visiting  cards,  and  zinc  and  copper  for  the  photographic  process.  He  demonstrated 
step  by  step  the  process  used  for  engraving  visiting  cards,  including  the  use  of  hand  tools  in  connecting 
script  letters  on  the  plate.  Among  other  interesting  items  from  Mr.  Wilson’s  work  we  learned  that  an 
engraver’s  vise  is  identical  with  the  one  used  by  jewelers. 

Mr.  Barrett  exhibited  a large  number  of  18  x 24  inch  frames  ready  for  forwarding  to  Philadelphia 
to  be  shown  at  the  National  Philatelic  Aluscum  commencing  September  24,  1949.  These  were  beautiful 
frames  of  philatelic  material  touching  on  many  phases  of  the  collecting  of  stamps  and  currency.  These 
frames  are  for  Boys  Town,  Nebraska,  and  will  be  part  of  the  Boys  Town  Museum,  now  well  under  way, 
thanks  to  the  gifts  of  exhibits  and  the  effort  and  work  of  Air.  Barrett. 

It  was  a full  and  enjoyable  evening.  The  meeting  adjourned  about  1 1 :oo  P.  AI. 


Society  Official  Business  Session 

Meetieg  of  Board  of  Directors,  April  13,  1949 

A'ice  President  Smeltzer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5.10  p.  m.,  Wednesday,  April  14,  1949,  at 
The  Collectors  Club,  New  York,  N.  Y.  The  members  of  the  Board  present  were:  Alessrs.

Guenther,  Hennan,  Pope  and  Schrader  w'ere 
presented  and  accepted. 

On  roll  call  by  Secretary  Alorris,  a quorum  was  established. 

The  minutes  of  the  Board  meeting  of  Feb.  to,  1949,  as  corrected  in  details,  were  approved  on  motion 
duly  carried. 

Air.  Smeltzer  reported  that  binding  of  the  first  four  volumes  of  the  Journal  was  in  progress,  and  that 
advance  orders  for  bound  Sets  would  now  be  received. 

Dr.  Brazer  presented  the  resignation  of  George  C.  Hahn  as  Sales  Department  Alanager.  No  action  was 
taken. 

Air.  Smeltzer  reported  that  insurance  had  been  taken  out  on  the  Society’s  stock  of  back  numbers  of  the 
Journal,  stored  in  his  warehouse;  but  that  no  bill  for  it  had  yet  been  received. 

Air.  Britt  reported  on  convention  arrangements  Tuesday,  Aug.  16,  1949,  at  Hotel  Statler,  Boston, 
Alass.  to  be  date  and  place.  On  motion  duly  carried.  Air.  Britt  was  instructed  to  arrange  for  the  Con- 
vention at  I p.  m.  on  that  date  and  at  that  place,  and  for  a dinner  at  6 p.  m. 

Air.  Rich  reported  that  work  on  the  By  Laws  and  Alember  List  pamphlet  was  held  up  pending 

receipt  or  compilation  of  a correct  membership  list. 

Secretary  Alorris  presented  applications  Nos.  637  through  647.  On  motion,  these  were  ordered  to 
take  the  regular  course.  He  further  presented  four  resignations  from  membership,  which  were  accepted 
with  regret,  on  motion  duly  carried. 

Consideration  of  the  members,  38  in  all,  who  had  not  yet  paid  the  current  year’s  dues,  was  laid  over 
to  the  next  meeting  of  tlie  Board. 

Secretary  Alorris  reported  the  death  of  Alember  Thomas  A.  Akin,  (Roster  No.  354). 

Treasurer  Alorris  submitted  his  report,  to  April  7,  1949,  showing  a balance  in  bank  of  $1129.82, 

which  is  attached  in  detail  to  the  file  copy  of  these  minutes.  On  motion  duly  carried,  this  was  accepted 
with  thanks. 

A letter  from  President  Hennan,  dealing  witii  the  need  for  securing  a section  for  Essays  and  Proofs  in 
the  London  International  Philatelic  Exhibition  of  1930,  was  read.  The  Board  agreed,  without  motion,  to 
support  this  and  that  Dr.  Hennan  should  so  cite  us  in  further  negotiations. 

A letter  from  A.  August  Tiger,  offering  the  Society  a booth  at  the  Dealers’  Stamp  Jamboree  in  New 
York,  N.  Y.  Oct.  28-30,  1949  was  read.  On  motion  duly  carried,  the  offer  was  accepted  and  Air.  Rich 
instructed  to  communicate  our  acceptance. 

At  6.15,  on  motion  duly  carried,  the  Board  adjourned. 

Stki’Hen  G.  Rich,  Board  Recorder. 
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Meeting  of  Board  of  Directors,  Sept.  24,  1949 

President  Hennan  called  the  Board  to  order  at  11.20  a.  m.  on  Saturday,  Sept.  24,  1949,  at  The 
Collectors  Club,  New  York,  N.  Y.  The  Directors  present  were:  Messrs.  Hennan,  Brazer,  Britt,  Gros, 
Guenther,  Rich,  and  Smeltzer ; with  proxies  from  Messrs.  Costales,  Morris,  Rosell  and  Schrader. 

On  roll  call  by  the  Recorder,  a quorum  was  established. 

On  motion  duly  carried,  the  minutes  of  the  Board  meeting  of  April  13,  1949  were  approved. 

Dr.  Brazer  presented  the  reports  of  officers  and  committees,  etc.  for  use  at  the  Convention.  These 
were  placed  in  the  Recorders  custody. 

Dr.  Brazer  as  Editor  reported  on  the  Journ.al  of  April  1949  (No.  22),  showing  an  estimated 
surplus  of  $131.44  on  that  number  when  all  remaining  outstanding  moneys  shall  have  been  received. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Smeltzer,  duly  carried,  it  was  directed  that  the  new  Board  of  Directors  should  con- 
sider hiring  a clerk  to  handle  typing  work  for  Editor,  routine  mechanical  work  for  the  Secretary,  and  such 
similar  work  as  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

Mr.  Smeltzer  reported  on  the  Society’s  books  and  magazines  in  his  custody,  and  on  the  prices  charged 
for  sale  of  them.  This  included  15  complete  bound  sets  Vols.  i through  5 of  the  Journal;  lo  copies 
additional  of  bound  Vol.  5;  26  unbound  sets  Vol.  5;  and  4126  back  numbers  of  the  Journ.vl.  The  insur- 
ance carried  comes  to  20  cents  valuation  per  number  of  the  Journal. 

On  motion  duly  carried,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Journal  be  sold  to  book  dealers,  in  lots  of  5 or  more 
copies,  at  40%  discount. 

On  motion  duly  carried,  Air.  Britt  was  authorized  to  negotiate  with  H.  L.  Lindquist  Publications  for 
sale  of  surplus  of  Journal  No.  14  beyond  maximum  supply  of  other  numbers,  now  on  hand. 

Secretary  Alorris’s  report  was  presented  via  Dr.  Brazer  as  custodian: 

Applications  Nos.  648  through  659  were  presented.  Nos.  648  through  652  were  elected  as  of  date 
of  completion  of  posting  period  previous  to  this  day.  Nos.  653  to  659  were  elected  subject  to  completion 
of  period  of  required  posting  and  absence  of  receipt  of  objection. 

33  members  were  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  prior  to  June  24,  1949,  and  which  had  not  been 
paid  despite  communications  from  Air.  Smeltzer,  on  motion  duly  carried.  4 resignations  were  accepted. 

A list  of  resignations  received  since  June  30,  1949  was  referred  to  Air.  Smeltzer  for  correspondence 
with  the  purpose  of  securing  continuance  of  these  memberships  as  far  as  possible,  and  report  at  the  next 
Board  meeting. 

Dr.  Brazer  presented  a letter  from  Dr.  Alosely  of  Cape  Town,  South  Africa,  offering  the  Society 
certain  Cape  of  Good  Hope  Woodblock  recent  proofs.  On  motion  this  was  voted  to  be  accepted,  and  Dr. 
Brazer  authorized  to  reply  and  to  receive  this  material. 

A letter  of  John  H.  Latta  asking  permission  to  photostat  certain  material  copyrighted  by  the  Society 
was  referred  to  Dr.  Brazer  with  direction  to  secure  purchase  of  set  of  back  Journals  instead. 

A letter  from  Alember  Joseph  A.  Herbert  to  Dr.  Brazer  was  read,  dealing  with  the  1950  Stamp 
Exhibition  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  the  conventions  to  take  place  there  at  the  same  time.  On  motion 
duly  carried,  it  was  decided  that  our  1950  Convention  be  held  at  Washington.  D.  C.,  on  Tuesday,  Sept.  5, 

1950. 

On  motion  duly  carried.  Air.  Smeltzer  was  directed  to  increase  the  insurance  carried  on  the  stock  of 
Journals  to  $5000.00  coverage,  at  the  expense  of  the  Society. 

Air.  Britt  moved  that  the  Society  take  a booth  at  the  American  Stamp  Dealers  Association  National 
Stamp  Show  in  October.  This  was  carried,  and  contributions  totalling  $40  for  the  booth  and  furnishings 
were  reported  by  Air.  Britt,  collected  previously  and  this  day  from  members. 

On  motion.  Air.  Britt  was  chosen  chairman  of  this  publicity  action,  and  authorized  to  secure  contribu- 
tions from  Directors  not  present,  to  cover  all  expenses. 

Air.  Britt  presented  a letter  from  John  L.  Garner,  Jr.,  our  memher,  about  photographs  of  exhibits  of 
essays  and  proofs  being  wanted  for  illustration  in  the  Journal,  together  with  Air.  Rich’s  reply  on  this. 
The  matter  was  left  to  the  Editor’s  discretion. 

At  12.35  midday,  on  motion  duly  carried,  the  Board  adjourned.
